HIS FIGHT ON HILL 


Carlisle Said to Have Gone to 
Sound Grover Cleveland. 


McCARREN STILL CONFIDENT 


Tammany Leader Delays Visit to In- 


diana Because of the Developments 
in ‘the Local Situation. 


Despite his check in the State Commit- 
tee, Charles F. Murphy is going ahead | 
in his effort to control the State Con- 


vention on April 18, and hopes to head 
off any instructions for the New York 


National delegation. 
noon at Tammany Hall with various dis- 
trict leaders and many of his closest ad- 
visers. In the evening, at his house in 
East Seventeenth Street, he saw many vis- 
itors, especially summoned to consult with 
him. 

He declined to make any comment upon 
the McCarren-Doyle situation in Brook- 
lyn; saying: ‘‘I have nothing to do with 
Brooklyn. That is for the people over 
there to gsettle.’’ 

“‘ All along,”” he declared, *‘I have said I 
believe Cleveland would be the strongest 
candidate, but I am not pledged to any one, 
2nd have no first or second choice for the 
nomination. I have never said I should 
seek to urge the nomination of Cleveland at 
the convention, nor that I should oppose 
Parker, for I believe that we all should go 
te the convention with an open mind in 
order to do the most to bring about a Dem- 
ocratic victory. I shall be for the candidate 
who may be most likely to win when it is 
developed who that candidate shall be, At 
present I think that Cleveland looks ftke 
the man, but I do not pretend to say how 
things “will look when we get to St. Louis, 
and therefore don’t want to have the State 
committed. * 

“I shall oppose any instructions at the 
State Convention and shall urge against 
such a course with all my might. That 
Was my position last week, and nothing 


has happened during the last few days to / 


change me in my position. Of course, how- 
ever, I shall support the nominee of the 
St. Louis Cofftention. 

“There will be no issues of candidates at 
the primaries. If there is any issue raised 
it will be raised in the convention, and not 
at the primaries. The vote at the State 
Committee meeting does not mean. that 
Parker will have a majority of the votes 
in the State Convention. Also I want to 
say that all reports to the effect that I am 
using Mr. Cleveland's name to conceal that 
of some other candidate are without foun- 
dation. I am talking Mr. Cleveland be- 
cause I think, from the present outlook, he 
could win.”’ 

“Do you think that Mr. Parker could 
win?” was asked. 

“That must be developed later,” he re- 
plied. 

Mr. Murphy also said that he knew noth 
ing of a report to the effect that John’ G. 
Carlisle had gone to Princeton to sound 
Grover Cleveland on the Presidential situa- 
ticn. He also said that he himself had had 
no meeting with Mr. Cleveland and did not 
expect to have one. 

“You have no doubt then as to where 
Mr. Cleveland would stand if offered. the 
nemination?” 

*“None whatever,’ smilingly replied the 
Tammany chief. *“‘ Men do not refuse such 
m homination.” 

No confirmation of the Carlisle report 
as obtained in town last night, Mr. Car- 
wage being away from the city. 

St had been Mr. Murphy’s plan to leave 
ew Work this afternoon for French Lick 
Gprings, at West Baden, Ind., which is the 
lace owned by ex-Mayor Thomas Taggart 
of Indianapolis. The visit of Mr. Murphy 
is believed to indicate a gathering of Na- 
tional politicians at that resort. Mr. Mur- 
phy, however, has delayed his trip for a 
short time, and he may not get away before 
the Jast of the week. He will go when he 
believes. he has the situation here well in 
hand. 

Senator McCarren, before leaving for 
Albany yesterday, saw his district leaders 
in Brooklyn, and declared confidently that 
he would have all but three of the twenty- 
e:ght votes in the Kings County Executive 
Committee this evening. He will return 
this afternoon, to preside at the meeting. 

““We are not making any fight on Na- 
tional issues or on Presidentigl candi- 
dates,’’ seid Senator McCarren before leav- 
ing. ‘‘ Our contention is that we shall not 
permit the independence of the Democratic 
organization in this county to be impaired 
er its autonomy to be threatened. On 
that issue I believe the Democracy of this 
borough stands as a unit. All other issues 
are irrelevant.” 

“I am not, and would not De, a party to 
any fight on the autonomy of Bruoklyn,” 
declared Deputy Fire Commission Doyle, “I 
have lived in Brooklyn all my life, and 
know what its people want. McCarren led 
a fight:on the’ autonomy of Brooklyn when 
we had an efective organization here, and 
now that he has captured that organization 
its aufonomy becomes sacred in his eyes.” 

John F..Carroll, formerly acting leader 
of Tammany Hall, was asked yesterday 
whether it was true that he had made an 
agreement with David B. Hill four years 
ago that the convention of 1904, to select 
delegates to the National Convention, 
should be held in Albany. ‘‘ The statement 
credited to Mr. Hill at Albany about his 
agreement with me is thoroughly, correct,” 
said he, “although I had forgotten all 
about it until I read the newspapers. The 
agreement was made at the Savoy Hotel. 
To this Mr. Sheylin also agreed.”’

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START OF CLEVELAND BOOM. 


Said to Have Suggested It to 


Beat Low.

ALBANY, March 7.—‘ The first person 
to suggest to Charles F. Murphy the ad- 
visability of starting a Cleveland boom was 
none other than David B. Hill. I had this 
information from Mr. Hill himself in his 
own office.” 

This surprising statement was made to- 
night by a prominent up-State politician 
who was with Mr. Murphy in his fight for 
the control of the State Committee sant 
Saturday. He then continued: 

“When McClellan was nominated for 
Mayor, Hill told Murphy that the best 
thing he “ould do to hold the Independent 
Democrats in line for the ticket would be 


to begin to talk Cleveland for President. 
‘Murphy thought Hill’s advice was good, 


and took it. When, however, the Tammany 
ticket had been elected, Mr. Murphy be- 
gan to take the Cleveland boom seriously. 

“He concluded that with Mr. Cleveland 
as the candidate for’President, the Demo- 
crats could certainly redeem New York 
State, even if they lost the Presidency. 

“ Hill told him that his idga was absurd, 
that not only would the nomination of 
Cleveland split the Democratic Party, but 
that Cleveland would be badly beaten even 
in New York. 

‘Murphy, unconvinced by Hill's views, 
decided to stick to Cleveland, having Mc- 


Clellan in reserve. 
“It was at this point that he and Hill 


came to the parting of the ways, for Hill 
has always been for Parker.” 


JUDGE PARKER NOT ease. 


Hill Also Said to be Ready to Avoid a 
Faction Fight.

It is said that Hill will concede Tam- 
many the nomination for Governor, if 
Murphy will agree to a delegation instruct- 
ed for Parker be sent to St. Louis. If Mur- 
phy persists in opposition to instructions 
for Parker, however, the plan of the Hill 
men, it is said, is to make war on Tam- 
many by taking up Controller Grout as a 
Gubernatorial candidate.

ST. LOUIS, March 7.—In his statement to 
the stockholders of the Missouri Pacific, 
which prefaces the annual report submitted 
to the stockholders at the meeting to-day, 
George J. Gould makes the. following sig- 
nificant statement: . 

“A growing tendency towafd -consoli- 
dation and-—other methods of uniting con- 
trol among railroads east of Chicago and 
St. Louis, has dictated the precaution -of 
taking moderate steps to guard the traffic 
interests of the Missouri Pacific system 
against any possible harmful development 
of this tendency in réspect of Eastern out- 
lets and source of business through those 
gateways. 

“In this view and for the purppse of 
further protecting the large early Invest- ; 
ment of the Iron Mountain Company in the 
debenture bonds of the Wabash Railroad 
Company, the mahagement has, after care- 
ful consideration, deemed it wise to acquire 
a substantial interest in the preferred stock 
of the latter company. This interest, while 
not representing a control, is believed to be 
sufficient fully to cover the purposes which 
determined its acquisition.” ¢ 


JUSTICE VAN SICKEL RESIGNS. 


Has Been on New Jersey Supreme Court 
Bench Thirty-five Years.

TRENTON,.N. J., March 7.—Justice Ben- 
nett Van Sickel of Trenton, the oldest 
Supreme Court Justice on the bench, cre- 
j ated surprise to-day by sending his resig- 
j nation to Gov. Murphy. His explanation 
was that he was acting on advice of his 
physician. 
Justice Van Sickel was first appointed to 
the Supreme Court bench in 1869; he Has 
been reappointed every seven years since 
that date, thus serving continuously thirty- 
five years. He was reappointed for seven 
years on Feb. 15 last. 
Justice Van Sickel was born in Bethle- 
hem, Penn., April 17, 1830, educated at 
! maston, Penn.; graduated at Princeton in 
1846; admitted to the bar 1851, and prac- 
ticed law in Flemington until appointed to 
the Supreme Court bench. He is a Dem- 
ocrat. 

W. Holt Apgar, Worshipful Grand Master 
of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey, Free 
and Accepted Masons, is a candidate for 
the bench. Mr. Apgar.is a noted Trenton 


lawyer, was admitted to the bar in 1884, 
is a Democrat, forty-three years old, and 
“will have much support from high places.

FOURTEEN PEUPLE RESCUED 


Ithaca, N. Y., Reports Highest Water 
in Recent Years—Railroad Tracks 
Submerged and Traffic 
Interrupted. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., March 7.—‘‘ There 
is imminent danger of another great flood 
in this region,” said Weather Observer De 
Main to-night. ‘The north and west 
branches of the Susquehanna and the Ju- 
niata Rivers are rapidly rising, and the in- 
dications are we will have the highest 
stage of water ever known in this localfty. 

Mr.-De Main’ was advised to-night from 
Catawissa that the river at that point was 
rising, and at $ o'clock was 23 feet above 
low-water point. The railway tracks are 
flooded and the ice in the Catawissa and 
Nescopeck Creeks went out this afternoon. 
Several county bridges were swept away 
and the situation is critical, 

The families of George and John Berger 
and Miss Kugtz, a school teacher, fourteen 
persons in all, who have been imprisoned 
by high water in their homes on Shelly's 


Island, in the Susquehanna, opposite Golds- 
boro, were, rescued to-day. Gov. Penny- 
packer to-day called. in James M. Shu- 
maker, Superintendent of Public Grounds 
and Buildings, who volunteered to go to 
Goldsboro with George F..Payne, contract- 
or of the new Capitol; Walter Paschal, 
Supervising Engineer of the Capitol, and 
Ephraim Oswald, an attaché of the De- 
partment of Public Grounds, and attempt 
the rescue of those on the island. 

Arriving at Goldsboro, the party start- 
ed across the ice in a dense fog and reached 
a point about 100 feet from the island, 
where they were compelled to stop on ac- 
count of the rapid flow of water. They 
called the persons on the island to secure 
boats and row over to the point where the 
rescuers were stationed, which they did, 
after which the Bergers and the teacher. 
were brought ashore by Mr. Shumaker and 
party. Thousands along the bank watched 
the proceedings and cheered the climax en- 
thusiastically. 


ALLENTOWN, Penn., March 7.—Floods 
in three streams centring fn Allentown 


continue to cause trouble to-night. 
Allentown is almost entirgly eut off from 


railroad connection, the “waters having 
overflowed the tracks. o trains have 
come or left since 6 o’clock this evening. 
The water is seven feet deep, with a swift 
current on the tracks at the Lehigh Val- 
ley ‘station here.

ITHACA, N. Y., Match 7.—Ithaca is to- 
night suffering from one of the most severe 
floods of recent years. The heavy rain of 
the morning brought down from. the hill- 
sides a great quantity of water, while the 
creek beds were still frozen almost solid 
with ice. A big’ jam was formed, and the 
streams were turned into the western sec- 
tion, making it impossible for many ‘resi- 
dents to reach their homes, while several 
had to abandon their houses. 

The tracks of the Lackawanna Rallroad 
near the station are submerged so that 
the passengers have to be landed on South } 
Hill. The Lehigh Valley is also unable oy 
use its tracks south of the city, and ad 
to-night sending all trains around by 
Geneva. : 


FLOOD THREATENS TRENTON. 


Gorge Banks Water Up Above City— 
Some Houses Damaged. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 7.—Trenton is 
to-night facing the worst flood in the his- 
tory of the city. Under the influence of 
the heavy rains of the last two days, the 
ice up the river is breaking and carried 
down on the flooded river is piling up be- 
hind the ice jam at Terriwig Bar. 

All of the South Trenton district is threat- 
ened, and the main line of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad between New York and Philadel- 
phia is under water, but the trains are still 
making their way through the flood. The 
water is within a few feet of the fires un- 
der the boilers at the State House, and a 
rise of a foot or less will put out the fires 
at the pumping station of the. city water 
works. 

The rise of the river to-night was phe- 
nomenal. In twenty minutes the river rose 
twenty feet and the dwellers along the 
river shores were panic stricken. So rapid 
was the rise of the river in South Trenton 
at that time that families seated at the 
supper table had no warning until the 
water poured in on the floors. ~The flood 
had been looked for for weeks,* and boats 
were lying tied to most of the houses and 
many. families escaped by ‘them. Others 
elected to stay in their houses and retreated 
to the upper floors. Not much damage 


will be done to business places, as most of 


the store keepers have been prepared. 

At midnight the water was five inches 
higher than it was during tne flood of last 
October, which held the record for high 
water. The water at 12 o’clock was flow- 
ing into the basement of the Capitol, and 
the firemen at the boilers are wading 
around in a depth of two feet. which brings 
the flood to within ten inches of the 
grates. 

Two city bridges over 
the water power stream, which runs along 
the side of the river for a distance of ten 
miles, have been washed away, and the 
Stream ts now almost even with the Dela- 
ware. -The new State Capitol Park is be- 
ing washed away. 

The city authorities have closed the pas- 
senger bridge over the river, as they fear 
it will go before the great pressure of tlie 
down-flowing ice.

MOB IN OHIO SHOOTS 
NEGRO MURDERER DEAD 


Prisoner. 


VICTIM KILLED A POLICEMAN 


After Killing the Negro the Springfield 
Crowd Strung His Body Up and 
Filled It with Bullets.

SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, March 7.—A fu- 
rious ‘mob of 1,500 men to-night battered 
down the doors of the county jail, broke 
into the cells, and dragged a negro pris- 
oner, Richard Dixon, who murdered Police- 
man Collis yesterday, into the jailyard, | 
where he was shot to death, nine bullets } 
being lodged in his body. 

The mob then carried the body through 
the principal streets of the city, strung it 
up to a telegraph pole, and riddled it with 
bullets. 

Policeman Collis died at noon to-day. He 
had served for twelve years on the force, 
and was regarded as one of the most relia- 
ble’ dna efficient men in the Police Depart- 
ment. He had gone to Dixon's room on the 
negro’s request. The negro said a woman 
had his clothes in her possession, and had 
got the consent of the colofed proprietor to 
keep Dixon away from his house. 

Collis accompanfed Dixon to the ‘room, 
and in a short time the man and woman en- 
gaged in a quarrel which resulted in Dixon 
shooting the woman in the left breast, just 
over the heart. She fell unconscious at the 
first shot, and Collis jumped toward the 
negro to prevent his escape from the room. 
Dixon then fired four bullets in Collik’s 
body. 

Dixon went immediately to Police Head- 
quarters and gave himself up. He was 
taken to jail, and Collis and the wounded 
negress were taken to the hospital. All 
afternoon the killing of Collis was the 
sole topic of conversation. It was the gen- 
eral feeling that a trial would only result 
in an insufficient sentence, and talk of 
lynching was frequently heard. 

Nothing was thought of it by the officers 
‘until as late as ‘7:30 this evening, when a 
group of boys gathered in front of the jail. 
This group was augmented by a few men, 
aid by 8 o'clock 300 men had ‘congregated 
about the jail yard and steps. 

It was known that only a*leader was 
wanted to start the assault, but no one 
assumed the. responsibility. At one time 
the iron bar at the east entrance was re- 
moved and the door partly opene@. The 
policemen on the _ inside promptly opéned 
the door and pulled the two nearest men in- 
side. This ended all active attempts to 
break the door until nearly 11 o'clock. 

‘At 10:45 the police were satisfied that 
there was nothing more to fear, and they 
with other officials and, newspaper men 
passed freely in and out.of the. jail. Short- 
ly before 11. o’clock a diversion was made 
by @ small\ crowd moying from the east 

oors around to the south entrance. 

Sheriff Routzahn appeared on the jail 
Steps ahd pleaded With the mob to dis- 
perse, but he could be heard only with dit- 
ficulty. His appeal was ineffectual, and 
he was compelled to desist. 

All this time a party with a heavy 
railway iron was beating at thé east door, 
which shortly yielded to the battering ram 
as -did the inner lattice iron doors. The 
mob then surged through the éast door, 
overpowered the Sheriff, turnkey, and 
handful of deputies, and began the assault 
on the iron turnstile leading to the cells. 

The police from the south door were called 
inside to help keep the mob from the cells, 
and in five minutes the south door had 
shared the fate of the east one. In an in- 
credibly short time the jail was filled by 
a ma@ mob of 250 men. 

The jail yard gates were blocked by fully 
1,500 men, thus making it impossible for the 
militia to have prevented access to the 
negro, had it been on the scene. The heavy 
iron partition leading to the cells resisted j 
the mob effectuafly until chisels and sledge- 
hammers were brought two or three min- ; 
utes later. 1 

The padlock to the turnstile was broken 
and the mob soon filled the corridors lead- 
ing to the cells. Seeing that further re- 
sistance was useless, the authorities con- 
sented to the demand of the mob, and | 
Dixon was dragged from his cell to the } 
jail door and down the stone steps to the 
paved court in the jail yard. ! 

Fearing an attempt on the part of the po- i 
lice at rescue, the leaders formed a hollow | 
{ square. Some one knocked the negro to! 
the ground, and those near him fell back 
four .or five feet. Nine shots were then 
fired-into his prostrate body. Satisfied that 
Dixon was dead, a dozen men grabbed the

terior of Siberia, toward Irkutsk. 

The Japanese are not to be permitted to 
travel along the railway line in the direc- 
tion of Port Arthur and Viadivostok, 


SMALL ARMY FOR RUSSIA. 


American Reports That 150,000 Qnly 
Will Go to Far East. 


PARIS, March 7.—A report received here 
from an American railroad official at St. 
Petersburg, having intimate Government 
connections, says it is the purpose to re- 
strict Russia’s military forces in the Far 
East for the present to five divisions— 
three from Siberia and two from Western 
Russia—each division to number between 
25,000 and 30,000 men. 

Owing to this being such a small per- 
centage of the Russian total active force 
it is believed that the restriction results 
from the inadequacy of the Trans-Siberian 
Reilroad to carry more men to the acene 
of operations. 

TOKIO, March 7.—The construction of the 
railroad from Sul to Ping-Yang will be 
commenced on March 10, and the line will 
be completed by September. 

VIENNA, March 7—-Fourt huhdred 
horses were bought for Japan to-day in 
the market at Sopron, Hungary.

. WASHINGTON, March 7.—The Chinese 
Government has granted the application of 
the State Department for exequaturs for 
Messrs, Cheshire and Davidson as Consuls 
at Mukden and An-tung respectively. 

These officers are now dt sea on their 
way to the Hast, and they should reach 
Shanghai é¢arly in April. At that point they 
will wait for further instructions. 

An-tung is reported to be garrisoned by a 
Russian force, and Mukden is believed to 
be the Russian headquartérs in Manchuria. 
In this situation the State Department does 
not care to force an issue by insisting upon 
the reception of its Consuls. 


PATRIOTISM OF. JAPANESE. 


Whole Nation, from the Mikado Down, 
Making Sacrifices. 


LONDON, March 8—Dispatches from 
Tokio speak of the sacrifices being made by 
the Japanese nation. 

According to The Datly Chronicle's cor- 
respondent at Tokio, the Mikado is aban- 
doning ali luxuries, the Court is following 
his example, and all are going to live ab- 
stemiously until the war is ended. 

The Kobe correspondent of The Daily Ex- 
press says the Crown Prince of Japan and 
Prince Arisugava are going to the seat of 
war. 

Other dispatches say that public and pri- 
vate concerns are all curtailing their ex- 
penses in order to aid the Government in 
the prosecution of the war. 


$130,000 FOR A DICKENS. 


Action Against a Manufacturer for Bal- 
ance Due on Books. 


Deputy Sheriff Porges received an at- 
tachment yesterday for $94,330 against Emil 
Scherr, a manufacturer of silk ribbons in 
Philadelphia, in favor of George D. Sprott, 
for balance of a claim on a contract made 
between them on July 1, 1902, for Mr. Scherr 
to purchase Set 8 of books of the &t. 
Dunstan Hluminated Edition of the Com- 
plete Works of Charles Dickens, consisting 
of 1380 vélumes at $1,000 a volume, costing 
$130,000 in all, and also to purchase a set 
of St. Dunstan Illuminated Volumes at $12,- 
000. The purchaser was allowed $41,000 by 
the deiivery of certain books to Mr. Sproul 
in the trade. 

Mr. Schérr, the plaintiff says, was to 
make payments monthly of $1,000 each on 
the first set of books and $250 on the sec- 
ond. He paid $17,000 on the monthly in- 


stallments, but it is alleged did not pay the 
pee due in February last, and Mr. 
proul brought suit for the amount he says 
is now due, 

Mr. Scherr’s purchases of such costly 
books has been the subject of considerable 
comment in the trade heré. The Sheriff

LEAKS IN NEW RESERVOIR.- 


Hampden Dougherty’s Arguments 
Against Paying Contractors. 


The final brief of counsel for the Mer- 
chants’ Association in that organization’s 
protest against a payment to the con- 
traetors for Jerome Park Reservoir from 
the reserve fund, which the contract re- 
quires to be kept intact until ninety days 
after the work is completed and accepted, 
has been prepared by J. Hampden Dough- 
erty.

The announcément was made yesterday 
in the Criminal Courts Building that Mrs. 
Clemence Dodge would voluntarily go be- 


.fore the Grand Jury to-morrow. That de- 


cision was reached by her when she learned 
that so tangled haf her.matrimonial case 
become that ex-Justice Fursman had been 
impelled to rise in court and explain her 
position. 

In addressing the new Grand Jury Judge 
Foster madé no reference to the Dodge- 
Morse case, but remarked that no one 
should be placed on trial to suffer the in- 
dignity and disgrace of a false charge. He 
also said: “You are not here to find a 
widow in every matter you invéstigate. 
You, indeed, stand between the accused 
and the accuser.” 

Mr. Morse has been subpoenaed to appear 
as a witness before the Grand Jury to- 
morrow, and he will be called to testify 
after Mrs. Dodge has given her testimony. 
At least this was the programmé laid out 
yesterday. Mrs. Dodge's counsel, ex-Jus- 
tice Fursman, is now at his home in Troy 
on a visit, but he will return here in time 
to escort Mrs. Dodge to the Grand Jury 
room. 

It is believed that Mrs. Dodge was ready 
at any time to come forward and tell her 
experiences to the Grand Jury, but, as her 
counsel stated from time to time, she 
dreaded public notoriety. In, fact, she 
dreaded it even more than Charles W. 
Morse, the financier, whose wife she be- 
came after securing her divorce trom 
Charles F. Dodge. It igs known that Mr. 
Morse told a version of his troubles to an 
assistant to District Attorney Jerome, but 
refused to repeat the story under oath in 
the Grand Jury room. It is known that 
when he was asked if he knew the where- 
abouts of Mrs. Dodge he positively refused 
to answer. 

It is also rélated that Mr. Morse tried to 
Set possession of the letters known as the 
Ruger letters, alleged to have been writtén 
by Dodge to the late Mortimer 8. Ruger, 
which letters have been submitted to Ref- 
eree Davies in the new action brought to 
re-establish the Dodge-Dodge divorce. It 
would appear from one of these letters that 
Dodge acknowledged service of the sum- 
fons and complaint in his wife’s suit. For 
swearing that he was not served he is now 
under indictment on a perjury charge. But 
it was learned yesterday that Morse asked 
that these letters be handed into the pos- 
session of two of his friends. At least this 
was the statement alleged to bave been 
made by the lawyer who had possession of 
these letters before Assistant District At- 
torney Rand got possession of them. 

Mr. Morse had been selected on the March 
Grand Jury panel, but when the names of 
the Grand Jurors were called yesterday in 
Part I. of the General Sessions, he did 
not respond. Judge Foster was asked 
whether Mr. Morse had sent any commu- 
nication asking to be excused from serving 
on the jury, which is investigating the 
Morse-Dodge matrimonial tangle, and the 
Judge replied that so far as he knew Mr. 
Morse did not ask to be excused, but simply 
remained away from court. As there was

MORSE-DODGE DIVORCE BILL: 


Measure Said to be Suggested by Fa- 
mous Case Offered in the Assembly.

ALBANY, March 7.—A bill which is un- 
derstood to have been stiggested by the 
Morse-Dodge divorce case was introduced 
in the Assembly to-night by Mr. Efiis. 

The measure provides that a pérson who, 
by giving money or any valuable thing, as- 
sists a woman to procure a divorce from her 
husband in any State or country for any 
cause other than the statutory cause, or/ 
who, having given that assistance, sup- 
plies her with money, subsistence, clothing, 


or articles of adornment, is guilty of a fel- 
ony punishable by imprisonment of not less 
than one year or more than five years and 
by a fine of not less than $500 or more 
than $5,000. .

DODGE 10 ‘TESTIFY | CITY PERILS OF YOUNG WOMEN. 


Miss Harriet Taylor's Address at the 
Presbyterian Union. 


The regular meeting of thé Presbyterian 
Union of New York was held last night in 
the Savoy Hotel. The speakers and thé en- 
tertainers were women, as it was “ ladies’ 
night.’’. The exception was in the presiding 
Officer, Willis E. Lougee, who introduced 
the speakers and the entertainers. Affer 
Miss Robena Carrie had rendered a selec- 
tion on the harp, Miss Harriet Taylor, Na- 
tional Secretary of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association, speaking on the topic 
of “Young Women in the Cities; Their 
Perils and Safeguards,” said in part: 

“There are grave dangers to the young 
women working in the great cities through 
ignorance, inefficiency, indifference, and 
isolation. There is the ignorance “of the 
young woman to the perils of a great city, 
accompanied by her inefficiency as: com- 
pared to man.

In this country, including 
all churches, only 32 per cent. of the wo- 
men attend the churches, and this includes 
all denominations and creeds.

POLICE DROP MELLES CASE. 


Coroner Finds Cirrhosis of Liver and 
Bright’s Disease Caused Death. 


Cirrhosis of the liver and Bright’s disease 
caused the death of Leon Melles, a young 
theatrical manager, at his father’s home in 
the Parthenon, 400 Manhattan Avenue, 
Sunday afternoon, and not poison, accord- 
ing to Coroners’ Physician Albert T. Wes- 
ton, who spent*nearly two howgs in making 
an autopsy at that address yesterday after- 
noon. Dr. C. W. Buffum, who attended 
the dying man, was present throughout and 
concurred in the finding, saying that he 
had beén misled into the belief that Mellées 
died from a narcotic by statements from 
his father and relatives that he was of 
temperate habits. 

The police immediately dropped the case. 
Acting District Attorney Rand at noon sent 
word to the Coroners’ office that a chemi- 
cal examination of the body would be un- 
necessary, as he was convinced that no 
crime had been cOmmitted. More than a 
score of whisky bottles were found in the 
man’s room, and a doctor in Madison Ave- 
nue who had treated him for alcoholism a 
few months ago had warned him that an- 
other attack would probably be fatal. 

“There was no apparent évidence of any 
drug, but there was enough in the condi- 
tion of the liver and kidneys to show that 
he could have died from urdemic blood poi- 
son,”’ Dr. Buffum said. ‘I had never seen 
him before, and so they threw me off.’’ 

Detectives Colby, McAvoy, and Dempsey 
of the West One Hundred and Twenty- 


fifth Street Station said they had learned 
that Melles had not béen robbed on his 
way home, that he had long been in. strait- 
ened circumstances, and that he had given 
mandolin, guitar, and violin lessons. 

Despite. t ene taken by the authori- 
ties, Joseph Melles, father of the dead man, 
and the other fMiembers of the family are 
not satisfied and say that they will employ 
private means to establish that the young 
man died of some other cause than alco- 
holism. He admitted that his son was in- 
toxicatéd when he returned to his home 
early Sunday morning. 


OPPOSE FIRE ORDINANCE. 


Building Trades Representatives Say 
Proofing Law Would Work Injury. 


Representatives of all branches of the 
building trades appeared before the Com- 
mittee on Buildings in the Aldermanic 
Chamber yesterday and opposed the pas- 
sage’of the ordinance providing that build- 
ings of more than 75 feet in height must 
be constructed entirely of fireproof ma- 
terial. At present the ordinances require 


fireproof matérials solely in buildings of 


150 feet and more in height. 

Among those who protested were Louis 
Harding of the Master Carpenters’ Asso- 
ciation, Robert Christie of the same or- 
ganization, Richard D. Hamilton of the 
Parquet Floor Layers’! Association, Will- 


iam Butler, representing the Building 
Trades .Employers’ Association; M. F. 
Westergren of the Metal Covered Door and 
Window Manufacturers, Patrick Gallagher 
of the Mason Builders, John J. Radley of 
the Iron League, J, W. Lantry of the Tile, 
Grate and Mantel Workers’ and of the 
Ornamental Bronze and Iron Masters’ or- 
ganization. 2 

All of the men declared that conditions 
in the building trades at this time are bad, 
that capital is loath to go into building 
ventures, and that if it be required to make 
all buildings of more than 75 feet high fire- 
proof instead of drawing the line at 150, 
as now, it would be even harder to interest 
capital, and building would cease. Some 
of the men suggested, however, that by 
drawing the line at 125 feet the situation 
could met by both sides. They declared 
that the eee ordinance was framed 
to increase the business of manufacturers 
of fireproof materials. John Dooner, ex- 
Superintendent of Buildings, favored the 
ordinance, and at his request another hear- 
ing will be held next weék at which those 
in favor are.expected to appear.

LOCK-OUT IN PROSPECT. 


Employing Lithographers Fail in Offer 
of Arbitration Agreement. 


The ultimatum of the Employing Lith- 
ographers’ Association, East, West, and 
Pacific, to start open shops throughout the 
country if an arbitration agreement is not 
signed by the unions on or before March 15 
was discussed by both sides at a meeting 
yesterday at 31 Union Square. 

The meeting was an open one, and lasted 


all the afternoon and part of the evening. 
The employers evidently wanted to put the 
union leaders thoroughly on record in the 
matter, so that there can be no misunder- 
standing when the lock-out of union men 
takes place.

Many Public Men Mentioned in 


Bristow’s Disclosures. 


CLERK« HIRE AND LEASES 


Government Patronage Used for Per- 
sonal Ends—Congressmen Land- 
lords and the Public the Tenant. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The extent of 
the system of petty graft, of which the Post 
Office Department has, been the victim 
through members of Congress, and the 
identity of many of the men who have 
encouraged it, were made public to-day. 
Chairman Overstreet of the Committee on 
Post Offices presented to the House all the 
documents furnished by the Postmaster 
General upon"the Hay resolution calling for 


an investigation of the connection of Con- 
gressmen with Post Office irregularities. | 

The most surprising feature of the affair 
is the fact that the men who have con- 
descended to lend their influence to secure 
the expenditure of paltry sums of the Gov- 
ernment’s money for no adequate return 
include many of the most prominent and 
influentia] men now in public life. In no 
case is the amount of “graft” of any 
great pecuniary consequence, and in only 
a few cases are violations of the law 
proved, but critics of the office holders de- 
clare that the system shows a carelessness 
on the part of Congressmen with regard to 
the distribution of the public funds. 

After Chairman Overstreet of the Postal 
Committee had presented the documents on 
the subject, it was agreed that the Hay 
resolution go over, and that on Wednesday 
there be three hours’ debate before a vote is 
taken on the motion to table. 

As soon as the copies of the documents 
were placed on the Clerk’s desk there was a 
wild scramble on the part.of Congressmen 
to get them. EveryBody wanted to see if 
he were one of those pilloried in the report. 
The documents deal with two forms of Con- 
gressional interest in the Post Offices; first, 
the allowances for clerk hire; second, rent- 
als and leases. 


THE PETTY GRAFT GAME. 


The way the game of petty graft is 
worked with regard to clerk hire ts simple. 
The Congressman informs the department 
that the business of a certain office has in- 
creased so much that extra clerks must be 
hired, or else that there is a separating 
service in the office—that is, assorting the 
mail. This statement the department ac- 
cepts, and grants an extra allowance. There 
is no extra clerk and no separating service, 
but somebody gets the money. This lasts 
until reports of the business of»the. office 
come in, which show the facts, and then 
the extra allowance is discontinued. In the 
meantime, somebody has got that much 
clear loot out of the Government. 

Among the public mén whom the report 
mentions as having made representations 
to the department are Senator Shelby M. 
Cullom of Illinois, who has more than once 
been voted for as a Presidential candidate 
in National conventions; Chairman Hemen- 
way of the Appropriations Committee, 
Chairman Overstreet of the Post Office 
Committee, Senator A. J. Beveridge of In- 
diana, Thomas H. Carter of Montana, for- 
merly Chairman of the Republican National 
<ommittee; George W. Ray of New York, 


now a Judge; Gov. Odell, Charles Dick, 
Mr. Hanna’s successor in the Senate; 
Sereno E. Payne, Gen. Charles H. Gros- 
venor, John L. McLaurin, ex-Speaker Hen- 
derson, and many more, 

Senators Quay and Penrose are also men- 
ticned. On the other hand, there is no such 
reference to such supposably out-and-out 
politicians as Hanna, Tillman, and Platt. 

The New Yorkers spoken of are Repré- 
sentatives Alexander, Ketcham, Vreeland, 
Sherman, and Payne, who are still serving, 
and Messrs. Ray, Tompkins, and Odell, not 
now in Congress. 

In one_ case, that of Beardstown, Il, 
Senator Cullom and Senator Mason got the 
allewence increased 150 per cent., and it 
was four years before the discove was 
made that business did not justify the in- 
crease. 

In another case it wads plain that no 
allowance was required, but report says 
that Mr. Beavers wrote C. G. Dawes, who 
had applied for it: ‘ Properly, no allow- 
ance for the purpose should be authorized, 
but on the recommendation of the Hon. 8. 
M. Cullom, the amount of $100 per annum 
is granted to the Winnetka office for clerk 
hire.” It was three years before this was 
stopped. 

Mr. Ray of New York, the report says, 
got an increase from $150 to $400, and it 
Was two years and a half before it was 
found that the increase was unwarranted. 
Mr. Sherman of New York is said to have 
raised ths Clinton Post Office from $60 to 
$200, but it was only a few months before 
an Inspector discovered that the allow- 
ance should be discontinued. About the 
biggest increase, it is said, is one secured 
by Mr. Ray, now a Judge—an increase 
from $190 to $900. This was granted in 
1898, and in 1902 was cut down to $300. 

Others who are mentioned in the report 
for the same kind of work are Senators 
Scectt of West wirgtole. Clay of Georgia, 
McComas of Maryland, Thurston of Ne- 
braska, (not now in the Senate,) Pritchard 
of North Carolina, (now a Judge,) Hans- 
brough of North Dakota, Kittridge of South 
Dakota, Kearns of Utah, Elkins of West 
Virginia, and Warren of Wyomitg. and 
Representatives Hill and Russell (the latter 
is now dead) of Connecticut and Gardner 
of New Jersey. 


MR. BEAVERS OBLIGES. 


In the matter of leases and rentals most 
of the matter contained in the report simply 
relates to the raising of rentals on the re- 
quest of Congressmen. The interesting 
feature here is Mr. Beavers’s prompt will- 
ingness to oblige his Congressional friends, 


In all the mass of printed requests it does 
not appear that Beavers refused often. 

There are, however, several cases in 
which Congressmen, in flat violation of 
law, got the department to rent for Post 
Office purposes property belonging to them- 
selves. After reciting the law forbidding 
such a practice, Fourth Assistant Postmas- 
ter General Bristow remarks: 

‘“*Yet in the face of this statute, Beavers 
has made contracts with members of Con- 
gress for the rental of ,premises, either in 
their own name, the names of their agents, 
or some member of their families.” 

The most striking cases are those of Rep- 
resentatives James W. Wadsworth of New 
York, J. D. Bowersock of Kansas, and 
George L. Lilley of fronnectioss Wads- 
worth owned the Post Office balising at 
Geneseo, N. Y., before he came to Con- 
gress. The rental then was $290, with an 
allowance of $60 for fuel and light. 

The office was raised from third to sec- 
ond class after Wadsworth entered Con- 
gress, and a lease was made. The annual 
rental was fixed at $550. The lease, ac- 
cording to the report, was made by W. L,. 
S. Olmstead, Wadsworth’s agent, and the 
property stands in his name. 


A KANSAS CASE. 


Bowersock also leased his premises at 
Lawrence, Kan., to the Government be- 
fore he came to Congress, the rental being 
$1,500, When it expired Bowersock was in 
Congress, and he offered to renew the 
lease. ‘‘ After a conference with the offi- 
ecials of the First Assistant Postmaster 
General's office,” says the report, ‘ Mr. 
Bowersock withdrew his proposal, submit- 
ting one from his daughter, rs. Hortense 
B, Hill, and the lease was executed in her 
name and on terms before mentioned. The 
record shows the title to premises in ques- 
tion was vested in Mr. Bowersock.” 

Lilley’s case was much the same. He 
owned the Winsted (Conn.) Post Office be- 
fore he came to Congress. The lease ex- 
pred April 1 last, and Lilley leased the 

lock*to Charles 8S. Newcomb, who leased 
it to the Government, “ though,” says the 


SMF 


report, “‘ the title to the block before men- 


tioned appears to remain in Mr. Lilley.” 

Assistant Postmaster General Bristow, in 
transmitting the documents, says that the 
rentals are not excessive, but that the con- 
tracts violate the law. 

Representative Benjamin F. Howell of 
New Jersey figures in. the same kind of 
ease. In 1900 the rent allowance for the 
South Amboy Post Office was $240. The 
report states that Mr. Howell wrote Mr. 
Beavers, saying: “As you will doubtless 
understand, I have had some hesitancy 
about speaking of the matter because the 
building belongs to me. I had it built about 
three or four years ago, and it is espe- 
cially adapted for the needs of the office 
and is in a splendid location. The box rents 
amount to between $400 and $500 a year, 
and I feel that the allowance for rent 
csuio. to be larger than it is at present, 
($240 a year.)”’ 

Senator Lee S. Overman of North Caro- 
lina leases the Salisbury Post Office to the 
Government. When he was elected to the 
Senate he offered to surrender the lease 
but the offer was declined. 


POSTAL RENTALS RAISED. 


Mr. Bristow calls attention to the fact 
that many Congressmen got the rental 
increased to more than the. sum called 
for in the lease. How airily and easily 
such matters are attended to is disclosed 


in this letter from Celia Laird, Postmis- 
tress of Rockport, Ind., to Congressman 
Hemenway, the “ watchdog of the Treas- 
ury’’: 

My dear Jim: Can you not get the 
rent of the Post Office here in this place 
raised to $300? All other towns of same 
size around here are getting that much. 
I ‘have got to make some repairs on the 
building this Spring, and would like to 
have it increased to that amotnt. In am 
it is worth it, and the building shoul 
bring that much.” 

Accordingly Mr. Hemenway went to.see 
Beavers, and on May 16 that official wrote 
hfm that it would be all right. 

Another letter came to Beavers from Rep- 
ere Arthur L. Bates of Pennsylva- 
nia: 

‘My Dear Mr. Beavers: Am making & 
stiff fight for re-election, and my opponent 
lives in Corry. Corry is asking a favor. 
The town owns the building where the Post 
Office is, and in their enthusiasm to fur- 
nish a good office and furnishings for the 
new quarters they have expended $4,000 in 
fitting up the room, which “was nearly 
double as much as their original estimate. 

“They ask for an increase of $100. It 
seems tO me a reasonable request and just. 
Am of course especially anxious at this 
time, as it will help me much. I met Miss 
Fisher at Union this morning. She is get- 
ting pane finely. and if I can help her at 
any time locally please command me. 

“My secretary answered your letter in 
my absence, and I fear did not respond 
very graciously, as he did not understand 
it. I was glad to reciprocate for your many 
favors to me.” 

Beavers bore no ill-feeling for the Secre- 
tary’s brusqueness, and fixed the matter 
two days later. Mr. Bates was re-elected. 

Representative Cushman had trouble with 
an unmannerly Postal Inspector. He ar- 
ranged to have a certain building leased, 
but the Inspector examined it and de- 
clared that the lease was widely at vari- 
ance with the actual conditions. 

Mr. Cushman wrote to the department 
concerning the Inspector’s boorishness: 
“The Inspector on his last visit gratuitous- 
ly (as I am informed) insulted the owners 
of the building, and made a few threats 
to the effect that there would be no free 
delivery installed until the owners of the 
building gave the Government more room 
gratis.’ 

The statement has been freely made that 
when the facts came out they would break 
as much china for the Democrats as for 
the Republicans. The overwhelming ma- 
jority are Republicans. It is probable that 
the Democrats will now press more vigor- 
ously than ever for a complete investiga- 


tion. ° 


NAVAL APPROPRIATION PASSED. 


Senator Patterson’s Amendment for ‘an 
Armor Piate Plant Defeated. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—The Senate to- 
day passed the Naval Appropriation bill. 
The principal question debated related to 
the price and method of supplying armor 
plate for battleships, and it grew out of an 
amendment suggested by Mr. Patterson, 
providing for a Government armor plant. 
He ultimately withdrew the amendment, 
but offered several others, all of which 
were laid on the table. 

Mr. Patterson’s first armor-plate amend- 
ment provided that if the Secretary of the 
Navy could not procure-armor for the ves- 
sels authorized at prices which in his judg- 
ment are reasonable, he should be author- 
ized to expend so much of the $12,000,000 
appropriated for armor as might be neces- 
sary to erect a factory for the manufacture 


of armor. 

Mr. Patterson asserted that since 1898 the 
Government had been letting its armor 
cont-acts to a combination that has fixed 
the price and determined the bidding. He 
declared the Carnegie and Bethlehem com- 
panies “‘to be in league and members of 


the Steel Trust.”’ 


SHAW ON SHIP SUBSIDY. 


Secretary Says Merchant Marine Will 


Not Grow as Weeds Grow. / 


PHILADELPHIA, March 7.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Leslie M. Shaw was the guest 
of honor at a dinner given to-night at the 
Union League by the bankers of Philadel- 
phia. In responding to the toast, ‘‘ Our 
Merchant Marine,’’ he said in part: 

* Tho who advocate a subsidy are ac- 
cused of being in league with a shipping 
trust. There is no shipping trust, except it 
be in the ownership of vessels built in for- 
eign yards, of foreign materials, with for- 
eign labor, and foreign alien colors. These 
cannot participate in an American subsidy. 

*“Do not understand me as intimating 
the only way to secure a merchant marine 


is by means of subsidy. I do desire to be 
understood, however, as favoring a mer- 
chant marine. And it is a demonstrated 
fact that a merchant marine will not grow 
as weeds grow. Let us hope that before 
Congress adjourns a commission will be 
created to investigate the subject.” 


GOVERNMENT OF CANAL STRIP. 


Plan for a Separate Board Is Likely to 
be Abandoned. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 7. — Admiral 
Walker and Gen. Davis of the Canal Com- 
mission attended the meeting of the Senate 
Interoceanic Canal Committee to-day and 
gave their views on the bill of Mr. Kit- 
tredge, which places the civil control of 
the canal strip in the hands of a Board of 
Governors. 

Commissioners Walker and Davis thought 
it would be better to place the control in 
the hands of the Canal Commission, but 
agreed with other features of the bill. It 
is probable that if the bill receives favor- 
able report from the committee the Board 
of Governors will be eliminated. 

It is probable that all the members of 
the commission will reach Washington in 
a few days. In the meantime those Com- 
missioners who are in the city are making 
such preparations as they can for organi- 
zation and an early visit to the Isthmus. 


The time for sailing from New York is 
now placed at March 29. 

The report about a hitch in the transfer 
of the property and franchises from the 
Panama Company to the United States is 
not correct. There is no question as to the 
sufficiency of the title, but-there may be 
a few days’ delay owing to the suits in 
Paris brought by Colombia against the 
Panama Company. However, the final 
settlement of this contention will not in- 
terfere with the organization of the com- 
mission, and its entrance upon its work.

WIFE TELLS STORY 


Witness .in Smoot Case Shows 
Violation of Manifesto. 


PLURAL MARRIAGE SINCE 1890 


President Smith, on Stand, Admits For- 
ty-two Children, and Says He Is 
Proud of Them All. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The Sntoot 
trial passed on to-day from the statement 
of President Smith, the head of the Mor- 
mon Church, to the-story of a young wo- 
man who was the victim of the system of 
plural marriage since the Woodruff mani- 
festo of 1890, which the Church claims has 
the force of a divine revelation forbidding 
polygamy. 

The witness was Mrs. Clara Mabel Bar- 

ber Kennedy, and she now lives in Utah, 
and said she was still a Mormon, “ al- 
though not a very good one.”’ She was & 
petit, rosy-cheeked girlish looking woman, 
fashionably attired. She said she was born 
at Albany twenty-seven years ago and 
when a child was taken to Utah by her 
parents. They were Mormons, and she fell 
under the influence of the Church. While 
living in Diaz, Mexico, where the Mormons 
have a colony, she was persuaded in 1894, 
@ month before she was seventeen years 
old, to marry James Francis Johnson, 
. The ceremony was performed at Juarez, 
Mexico, by Apostle Brigham Young, son 
of the “ Prophet”’ Brigham Young. Apos- 
tle Young died about a year ago. Johnson 
took his two wives to Utah, and lived with 
them both there. The first wife was kept 
in a good house, and the second one in a 
hut three miles away. Mrs. Kennedy left 
her husband, and, after getting a divorce, 
married Kennedy. 

Senator Dubois put into the record the 
census figures for Utah taken in 1890, to 
show that instead of only 3 or 4 per cent. 
of the Mormon population of an age en- 
abling them to be polygamists who were in 
that State in 1890, as Mr. Smith had said, 
in reality there were about 23% per cent. of 
the Mormon population of polygamous age 
who were living in a state of polygamy in 
1890. Senator Dubois gave it as his opinion 
that there has been no material reduction 
imn_the number of polygamists since 1890. 

Mr. Tayler to-day returned to the testi- 
mony in regard to the number of children 
President Joseph F. Smith of the Mormon 
Church has had since the manifesto of 1890, 
and he repeated that there had been eleven, 
to the best of his recollection. 

‘“‘Are you sure of the number?” asked 


Mr. Tayler, when Mr. Smith was on the 
stand. 

‘*I cannot say that I am absolutely sure.”’ 

“Now, I don’t want to be impertinent, but 
isn’t it a fact that there have been twen- 
ty?’' asked Mr. Tayler. 

** No, nothing ike that,"’ was the answer. 

“Whose child is Samuel?’ asked Mr. 
Tayler. 

“He is Mary’s,”” he answered. He stated 
that he could not give Samuel’s age or the 
age of his son Calvin, and that by each of 
his other three wives he had had at ieast 
two children since the manifesto. 

Senator Overman said that he had a 
pamphlet saying that Jesus Christ was a 
polygamist. Turing to Mr. Smif he asked: 

“Is that what your church feaches?”’ 

“No, Sir,” was the response. ‘‘ What 
we teach is that Jesus Christ was descend- 
ed through a long line of polygamists 
through David and down to Abraham.” 

Both the prosecution and the defense an- 
nounced that they were through with Mr. 
Smith for the present, but before he was 
allowed to leave the stand Chairman Bur- 
rows inquired: ‘ 

‘“*“How many children have you now, Mr. 
Smith?’”’ 

‘“* Forty-two,”’ was the answer. “ Twenty- 
one boys and twenty-one girls, and I am 
proud of every one of them.” 

Mrs. Kennedy then took the stand and 
told of her marriage to Johnson, who al- 
ready had a wife. She said she met th? 
first wife, and they had ‘a slight inter- 
view "' about. her going into the family as a 


second wife. The first wife gave her con-. 


sent to the arrangement. Mr. and Mrs. 
Johnson and baby and the witness drove 
from Diaz to Jaurez, Mexico, to be mar- 
ried. They remained there two weeks be- 
fore the ceremony was performed by 
Brigham Young. 

She separated from Mr. Johnson, after 
having two children, at the end of five 
years, and about a year after that married 

r. Kennedy, by whom she has two chil- 
dren. Her present husband is an Episco- 
palian, but she remains in the Mormon 
Church. 
as Why did you separate from your hus- 
nd?” Senator Foraker asked. 
‘“‘ Well, I could not stand the pressure 
any longer,”’ she replied. 
“What do you mean by ‘ could not stand 
the pressure?’’’ asked Chairman Burrows. 
“Were you not treated right?” 
“No, Sir; I was not." 
‘** Would you have stayed if you had been 
treated right? It was not because you 
were opposed to Mormonism?” was asked. 
“IT am a Mormon  sstill,” she_ said, 
“though I am not a very good one.” 
Senator Hoar asked the witness if she had 
received any form of marriage certificate 
from Apostle Young, and she replied. that 
she had not. 
Mr. Worthington took the witness for 
cross-examination, and asked if she did 
not know that Brigham Young is now dead. 
“Yes, I heard so a few weeks ago.” 
The witness became confused several 
times under cross-examination and made 
some contradictory statements, which, for 
the most part, she corrected later, when 
her attention was called to them by the at- 
torney for the prosecution. She was un- 
able to give a description of Apostle Young.

Nebraska Farmer Asks Minister to Get 
Helpmeet for Him.

OMAHA, Neb., March 7.—A few days ago 
a local paper printed an it@m to the effect 
that the Rev. Charles W. Savidge, pastor 
of the People’s Church, had performed 
1,000 marriage ceremonies in his lifetime. 
James Snell, a farmer in Western Ne- 
braska, who is reputed to be worth half a 
million dollars, read the item, and to-day 
he called at the parsonage and asked Mr. 
Savidge if he could not look him up a wife. 
**T have 1,000 acres of land, 3,000 head of 
cattle, hundreds of horses, and a good 
home,” he said, ‘“‘ but I have no wife, and 
am too busy to look for one.

FOUND ABUSE OF INDIANS 


Dawes Commissioners Censured 
by Investigators. 


REPORT GOES TO CONGRESS 


Investments Made by Messrs. Bixby and 
Breckinridge Stated to Impair 
Their Usefulness. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—The report of 
Charles J. Bonaparte and Clinton R. Wood- 
ruff on their investigation of the alleged 
abuses and irregularities in the public serv- 
ice of the Indian Territory under the con- 
trol of the Interior Department was sub- 
mitted to Congress to-day by the Presi- 
dent. 

The report stigmatizes the conditions in 
the Territory as involving “‘ immediaté dan- 
ger of ruin to the genuine Indian popula- 
tion and profound discredit to the United 
States, exciting reasonable discontent on 
the part of all classes of the population 
and demanding prompt and drastic reme- 
dies on the part of Congress." The report 
says that the connection of Tams Bixby, 
Chairman’ of the Commission to the Five 
Civilized Tribes, with the Canadian Valley 
Trust Company impairs his usefulness as a 
public official and should terminate imme- 
diately if he is to retain his Commissioner- 
ship. 

His investments in what are known as 
*‘ possessory rights ’’ in town site lands are 
stamped as yet more objectionable. Indian 
Agent Shoenfelt is exonerated from all the 
charges made against him. 

The investments of Commissioner Breck- 
inridge are stated to be of much graver 
importance and his considerable invest- 
ments in corporation stock, the report says, 
have seriously impaired his public useful- 
ness. 

The report states that many trust com- 
panies operating in the territory are “ little 
‘more than associations of individual graft- 
ers whose questionable operations are the 
More objectionable because they discredit 
the reputable corporations.” 

In transmitting the report to Congress 
the President says: 

“In accordance with the recommendation 
of Messrs. Bonaparte and Woodruff, the 
members of the Commission to the Five 
Civilized Tribes have been informed that if 
they are to continue in the service they 
must cease all connection with business 
operations of any kind in the Territory 
where it is possible that their official posi- 
tions could be of any effect upon their pri- 
vate business, even though no such effect 
be in fact shown.” 


TO ISSUE NEW TRANSFERS. 


Manager Root Makes a Promise to the 
West End Association. 


At a meeting of the West End Association 
held last night at the Hotel St. Andrew’s, 
Broadway and Seventy-second Street, a let- 
ter from Oren Root, Jr., General Manager 
of the New York City Street Rallway Com- 
pany, to Waldron Williams, Chairman of 
the association’s Committee on Railroads, 
was read, in which it was said that a more 
liberal system of transfers would here- 
after be put into effect at Fifty-ninth and 
Sixty-fifth Streets. 

Mr. Root wrote that his company had 
made a contract whereby transfers would 
be exchanged between the Forty-second 
Street, Manhattanville and St. Nicholas 
Avenue Railway Company and the New 
York City Street Railway Company at the 
junction of Sixty-fifth Street, Broadway, 
and Columbus Avenue, and at the junction 
of Fifty-ninth Street, Broadway, and Sixth 


Avenue. 


TRANSFERS TO BRONX LIKELY. 


Mayor Disposed to Make This Condi- 
tional in Union Road Franchise. 


Mayor McClellan has called a public 
hearing to be held in his office on March 
18 at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, on the 
petitions of the Union Railway Company 
and of the Southern Boulevard Company, 
a subsidiary corporation, for franchises to 
make thirteen extensions of their lines in 
the Bronx. The proposed franchises give 
the right, to cross four Harlem River 
bridges and to effect connections with the 
Metropolitan lines at various points, 

It developed at the City Hall yesterday 
that Mayor McClellan and other officials 
are disposed to insert a provision in the 
franchise, if it bé granted, to the effect 
that free transfers shall be issued to and 
from the Union and Metropolitan lines in- 
stead of allowing the companies to charge 
additional fares as soon as the Harlem 


River line is reached and the change of 
ears has to be made. Both the Union and 
Southern Boulevard lines are under the 
contro] of the Metropolitan interests, but 
by the fact of having separate corporate 
existences they have always gone around 
the transfer law. 


THREATENED HIS CAPTAIN. 


Brooklyn Fireman Had a Pistol When 
Police Searched Him. 


William Deaman, a fireman attached to 
Engine 122, housed in Quincy Street, Will- 
iamsburg, was arrested last night for 
threatening the life of Capt. Hugh Gal- 
lagher, his company commander. Deaman 
was locked up in the Ralph Street Station 
and will be arraigned in the Gates Avenue 
Court this morning. 

Deaman left the engine house last night 
and went to the barber’s shop of Otto 
Zipp, on Broadway, near Ralph Avenue.

ALL WEATHERS IN A WEEK | 


First Seven Days of March Fur- 
nish Varied Assortment. 


HOSPITALS ARE NOW FILLED 


High Wind Ties Up Shipping and Pedes- 
trians Lose Head Wear—Official 
Start of Spring. 


Following on the heels of an old-fashioned 
Winter, New York is now being visited by 
an old-fashioned March, which is sending 
great numbers of patients to the hospitals 
and confining many more to their homes 
with pneumonia and the grip. It is fifteen 
years since the first seven days of the 
month have been so continuously stormy, 
and seldom has one week of such varie- 
gated weather been presented to New York 
as that received here during the past week. 
Everything from snow down through hail, 
rain, cloudy weather, and sunshine, has 
been recorded, along with a generous quan- 
tity of wind. 

The city yesterday was the centre of a 
storm wave‘ fhat ‘reached out all ovér the 
Middle ‘East, and it received the particular 
attention of the elements. Early in the 
morning the barometer, which had risen 
since Sunday night, again began to fall. 
At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon it reached 
29.78 inches, its low point. With the falling 
barometer came,the wind from the south- 
east, driving before it the great clouds from 
the sea, which emptied themselves on the 
city. Mariners recorded yesterday’s wind 
as a fresh breeze;-the weather man said 
that it was a good breeze, blowing at about 
thirty-six miles an hour all during the day, 
with occasional ~puffs somewhat stronger; 
but every person who had occasion to go 
on the street was willing to wager that 
both were wrong. Its effect was felt most- 
ly in the down-town districts, where the 
streets are walled up by the eat sgky- 
scrapers. There it rushed along like a wild 
stream through a cafion, carrying hats and 
umbrellas along with it in great numbers. 

The masters of all vessels at anchor in the 
harbor took precautionary action yester- 
day morning, when the blow began, but 
several vessels came to rief just the 
same. The big bark Edward L. Mayberry, 
lying at anchor just below the Statue of 
Liberty, dragged her anchor until she 
grounded on Oyster Island, a small mud- 
bank to the southwest. A wrecking tug 
went to her assistance and soon dragged 
her off into deep water. Sailing vessels in 
general preferred to hug their moorings 
yesterday to putting out into the open sea, 
where a real gale was blowing. 

The weather man in the tower of the 
American Surety Builiing was looking thin 
and worn yesterday. When asked the rea- 
son for his appearing so, he replied, ‘‘ Well, 
you see, I’ve been kept so busy here re- 
cording all the different weathers we have 
been having of late that I haven't had 
time to eat or sleep. The beginning of the 
month brought wind and hail enough to 
last for a whole season. Then the cold 
wave was broken up by that fine foggy 
day we had last week. I thought we would 
have a let-up then, but I was disappointed, 
for on Saturday night I had to record a 
snowstorm which lasted for several hours. 
Since then I’ve been taking down wind 
and rain. Oh, yes, I forgot a little sunshine 
that happene somewhere between the 
storms.”’ 

Since March 1 THE NEw YorxK TIMES has 
been receiving many letters telling exactly 
when Spring will begin. Each letter gave 
a different time, some of them quoting as 
early as March 18, and others saying that 
the new season would begin as late as 
March 22. On inquiry at the Weather Bu- 
reau poe! it was learned that Spring 
would officially begin on March 20 at 7:54 
P. M.

UCHIDA SPEAKS FOR . JAPAN 


Assistant Attorney General Pradt Tries 
to Tell Diners Why Some Con- 
gressmen Were Absent. 


Pro-Japanese sentiment characterized the 
speeches at the first annual dinner of the 
Wisconsin Society of New York at- the 
Waldorf-Astoria last night, the diners 
cheering loudly every mention of Japan. A 
live badger was stationed behind the speak- 
ers’ table in honor of the State. 

Gen. Joseph Wheeler, however, told a 
story of an incident during the Boxer 
trouble in China, when he said a French- 
man and an American were standifig side 
by side as the procession of soldiers of all 
nations carrying the emblems. of their 
countries passed by. ‘‘ When the Stars and 
Stripes passed by,’ he said, “the American 
declared: ‘This is not the flag of an em- 
pire, of a Czar, or of a Mikado—this is my 
flag.’”’ 

Justice James Blanchard, recognizing also 
that the toasts were leaning far on the 
Japanese side, remarked that he was not 
committed to either side; and was prepared 
to receive briefs, or would listen to any 
one who had anything to say on the Rus- 
sian side. ‘‘In fact,” he added, “TI invite 
any one who cares to speak on that side 
to do so.’ Nobody volunteered, a single 
diner calling out: 

‘We plead guilty.”’ 

When it came the turn of Assistant Unit- 
ed States Attorney General Louis A. 
Pradt to speak, he declared: “ Officially 
speaking I have nothing to say. But, after 
hearing the Japanese Consul General, as an 
American citizen I have a right to express 
my private wishes. I hope Japan will keep 
on as she has begun. It may please the 
people of New York to know that Japan is 
in favor of the wide-open policy. I under- 
stand that the lid is not yet off New York.”’ 

Offering a possible explanation for the 
absence of several Wisconsin Congressmen, 
Mr. Pradt said: 

“There is an investigation going on in 
Washington in which »~most of the Con- 
gressmen are involved, and that inquiry 
probably kept them away. Perhaps the 
only two Congressmen who have nothing to 
fear are with us to-night.” 

Consul General Sadazuchi Uchida. of 
Japan was one of the speakers. He said, 
in part: 

“It is a great pleasure to address you. 
I am sure of your sympathy, for it has 
been expressed publicly. Japan is en- 
gaged in a struggle for national exist- 
ence. There has been an attempt to create 
a sympathy for Russia. But there is in this 
country an overwhelming sympathy for 
Japan. Why should there be any sympa- 
thy for Russia? All we ask is fair play and 
a Straight dealing, as between man and 
man. 

‘“* America is the father of modern Ja- 
pan. Fifty years ago Commodore Perry 
visited Japan, and since then Japan has 
made progress. Dating from then the new 
Japan came into existence. And most of 
those interested in the.-new Japan were 
educated in this country. 

“This is not a war of revenge. This is 
not an ambition to take territory. We 
don't want the Liang Tung peninsula or 
Manchuria. We don’t want territorial ex- 
pansion. What we are fighting for is the 
territorial: integrity of the Chinese Empire. 
And the independence of Korea is a neces- 
sary adjunct to the territorial integrity of 
the Chinese Empire. Russia is not a civ- 
ilized power and is not entitled to any con- 
sideration as a civilized power.”’ 

Mr. Ucbida’s speech was interrupted by 
appiause frequently, and at the end he had 
to stand for several minutes and bow in an- 
ewer to the continued handclapping. 

Several speakers during the evening al- 
luded to the Presidential timber there was 
to be found in Wisconsin, Goy. La Follette 
of Wisconsin, William F. Vilas, Johm C. 
Spooner, and Edward C. Wall being men- 
tioned by name. Of these only Mr. Wall, 
who had beer spoken of as a possible Dem- 
ocratic nominee during the day, was pres- 
ent, and he was called upon to speak, ap- 
rarently against his wishes. He merely 
spoke in a complimentary way of the State 
of Wisconsin, however, and carefully 
avoided political issues. 

Others who spoke were Congressman 
Theobald Otjin, Congressman J. H. David- 
fon, the Rey. Dr. Richard C. Hughes, 
President of Rivon College, and Herbert 
A. Heyn.

Americans Will Not Enter a Team 
for Davis Trophy Contest. 


FRANCE WILL TRY FOR THE CUP 


Doherty Brothers Had Been Assured 
That a Team from This Side Would 
Compete in England. 


BOSTON, March 7.—No effort will be 
made by American tennis players this year 
to recover the Dwight F. Davis Interna- 
tional Challenge Cup, won last year by the 
Doherty brothers, and now held by the 
English Lawn Tennis Association. 

The English association has been notified 
by cable to this effect by the Executive 
Committee of the United States Lawn Ten- 
nis Association, which has had the matter 
under consideration. A competition for the 
trophy this year is, however, assured, as 
France has challenged and the contest will 
take place at Wimbledon. 

This action of the United States Lawn 
Tennis Association will surprise those in- 
terested in the game in this country, for 
it has been generally understood that a chal- 
lenge for the cup would be sent to England 
this year. The delay of the committee 
given charge of this matter by the associa- 
tion in not disclosing its plans before the 
time limit expired (yesterday) gave rise 
during the last few weeks to a rumor that 
no challenge would be sent. 

The Englishmen will no doubt feel disap- 
pointed over the action of the American 
Tennis Association, for it was thoroughly 
understood by the Doherty brothers that 
an American team would be sent abroad 
this year. 

Speaking of the matter yesterday, Louis 
J. Grant of the New York Lawn Tennis 
Club said: “At the time Wylie C. Grant, 
Robert Le Roy, and myself were given a 
little dinner by Reginald F. Doherty and 
H. L. Doherty at Eastbourne last Septem- 
ber the elder brother told us that Dr. James 
Dwight, William A. Larned, and others had 
promised them that an American challenge 
would be sent over. What particularly 
caused jubilation on the part of the two 
brothers, who were fresh from their suc- 
cessful contests on the American courts, 
was the fact tiuat Malcolm D. Whitman 
had personally given his word to visit Eng- 
land and play, either as a member of the 
challenging team or along with them.” 

That it would not be difficult to secure a 
representative team of four men is generally 
admitted, for many of the younger players 
have come to the front during the past two 
seasons. Beals C. Wright and William J. 
Clothier stood ready to play if requested. 
It is reported that for the doubles Beals C. 
Wright and Holcombe Ward, both of whom 


have had experience abroad, would make 
the trial to be selected for the team. This 
array of men alone is sufficient to refute 
the rumor that men cannot be found who 
are willing to compete. As for the trials, 
the list is without limit, and includes Theo- 
dore Roosevelt Pell, Jr., Ross Burchard, 
Cc. C. Kelly, the Wrenn brothers, Wylie C. 
Grant. Robert Le Roy, Edwin P. Larned, 
Edgar Leonard, Raymond D. Little, and, in 
fact, nearly ali of the men at the top of 
the ranking list. 


RIFLE SHOOTING CHAMPIONSHIP 


Annual Gallery Match Won by Lewis C. 
: Buss of Brooklyn. 


The annual gallery championship match 
and prize shoot of the Zettler Rifle Club, at 
the ranges of the club, 159 West Twenty- 
third Street, proved to be one of the most 
successful tournaments in the history of 
the club, which was organized thirty years 
ago. The championship match attracted 
many of the expert gallery shots in the 
East, and the successful contestant was

NEW SCHEDULE MAY BE MADE 


American League President Also Said 
That Barney Dreyfuss Admitted That 
National Schedule Was Changed. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 7.—“‘ The New 
York American League Club will play ex- 
hibition games at Ridgewood Park, L, I., 
On Sundays during the coming season.” 
This announcement was made by President 
Ban Johnson of the American League upon 
his arrival in this city to-night. Mr. John- 
son explained that he had had a conference 
with Garry’ Herrmann of the National 
League on the matter, and that the result 
arrived at was that the New York Ameri- 
cans would play at Ridgewood. 

When Mr. Johnson was asked what he 
proposed to do in the controversy over the 
alleged changing of dates by the National 
League after the schedules had been adopt- 
ed, he said that he intended to fight the 
matter to the end. The American League 
President said that he had a conference 
with Barney Dreyfuss and Mr. Herrmann 
at which he accused Mr. Dreyfuss of chang- 
ing National League dates after they had 
been adopted by the joint schedule com- 
mittee. Mr. Dreyfuss, Mr. Johnson said, 
admitted it, but said that the changes were 
made with no intent of working hardship 
on any one. 

** When I get back to Chicago,”’ Mr. John- 
son said, ‘I propose to take the matter up 
with Chairman Hart of the Joint Schedule 
Committee. Failing to come to any satis- 
factory understanding with him, I purpose 
taking it up with Mr. Herrmann, as Chair- 
man of the National Commission. In the 
event that Mr. Herrmann and I cannot 
agree I will consider myself absolved from 
any further obligations to the National 
League. Then the American League play- 
ing dates will be readjusted to suit the 
best interests of the organization.” 

Mr. Johnson will leave to-morrow for 
Washington.

DRY GOODS DISTRICT 
BANK MERGER RATIFIED 


Central National to Go Into Liqui- 
dation at Week’s End, 


E. S. SCHENCK NEW PRESIDENT 


Merged Institution to be Known as Citi- 
zens’ Central National Bank—lits 
Capital $2,550,000. 


Stockholders of the National Citizens and 
Central National Banks, without a dis- 
senting voice, yesterday approved the 
plans for consolidation. The Central Na- 
tional Bank will go into liquidation at noon 
Saturday. At the same time the National 
Citizens’ Bank will change its name to the 
Citizens’ Central National Bank, increas- 
ing its capital from $1,550,000 to $2,550,000, 
and enlarging the number of its Directors 
fmom seventeen to twenty-six in order to 
include the Directors of the bank to be 
absorbed. 

The officers of the present National Cit- 
izens’ Bank were elected to their respective 
positions in the new bank, as follows: 
President—Edwin 8S. Schenck; Vice Presi- 
dent—Ewald Flieitmann; Cashier—Henry 
Dimse; Assistant Cashiers—Nelson A. 
Reynolds and Albion K, Chapman. 

These officers and the force of clerks of 
the National Citizens’ Bank will on Sat- 
urday move from their present quarters, 
407 Broadway, to the Central National 
Bank's offices at 320 Broadway. The Cen- 
tral will request all holders of claims 
against it to present them before the liqui- 
dation on Saturday: Arrangements have 
been made to retain in thé service of the 
consolidated bank most of the old officers 
and clerks of the bank going into liquida- 
tion. The consolidated bank will begin 
business on Monday next. 

President Edwin 8. Schenck, who is to 
take charge of the consolidated bank, be- 
gan his banking career in 1892 as assist- 
ant cashier of the Hamilton Bank, on One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street. He re- 
mained in the service of that bank until 
1901, having in those years filled the dif- 
ferent offices up to and including the Presi- 
dency. Early in 1901 he accepted the posi- 
tion of cashier of the National Citizens’ 
Bank, which consolidated with the Ninth 
National Bank Dec. 31, 1901, at which time 
he became President. 

Edwin Langdon, the retiring President of 
the Central National Bank, will for a time 
Xe kept busy with affairs involved in its 
liquidation. This bank was incorporated 
in 1868, and within a year thereafter Ed- 
win Langdon became its office boy. By 1887 
he had risen to the position of assistant 
cashier. In 1889 he was elected Vice Presi- 
dent, and since 1895 he has been President, 
succeeding William L. Strong. 


EXPORTERS’ PROTEST UNHEEDED.

Lawyers and importers Incensed Over 
March Calendar Proceeding. 


There was much complaint yesterday at 
the calling of the Board of General Ap- 
praisers’ March calendar by lawyers and 
importers against the working of Secretary 
Shaw's new rules for the government of 
the board. Notices were sent out seven 
days ago that 300 eases would be called. 
Only the Collector's members and the 
General Appraisers’ members were given 
a description of the cases, and the law- 
yers had to spend several days estab- 
lishing their identity. Then it was learned 
that many of them were out-of-town 
cases, on which under the rules the im- 
porters or their counsel are entitled to 
fourteen days’ notice. 

At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the 
hearing room was full of importers and 
lawyers, but no one appeared to call the 
calendar until 11:30, when a clerk walked 
in and apologized for having forgotten 
that there was a calendar call set for the 
day, Then General Appraiser Lunt, who 
is acting President in Judge Byron S&S. 
Waite’s absence, was summoned and the 
call began, 

The lawyers were astonished when they 
learned that instead of being set down for 


future dates, cases were ordered for im- 
mediate hearing. J. K. Maxwell of Curie, 
Smith & Maxwell asked that a case be set 
for March 10, when he had other cases, 
involving the same question and the same 
importer. This was refused, and he then 
demanded that it be taken off the docket 
altogether on the ground that the regula- 
tions had not been complied with, This was 
also refused by Mr. Lunt, and the case 
was ordered to immediate hearing. 

The stenographic report of the proceed-

FRUIT DISHONESTLY PACKED. 


WASHINGTON, March 7,—Complaints 
that a number of shipments of California 
truit have been found dishonestly packed 
have been called to the attention of the 
State Department by the United States 


Consul General at Berlin. 

It is charge 
boxes in a number of shipments from cer- 
tain designated firms are of much smaller 
size and lower value than is stated on the 
boxes. Acting Secretary Moore of the De- 
partment of Agriculture has written to 
these firms calling attention to the dis- 
crepancies. 

The Consul General reports that the effect 
of the discrepancies on foreign dealers and 
consumers is most serious and that dealers 
in European fruits are using the discrep- 
ancies to discredit American products.

. see how “ things will look when we go to 
St. Louis.” For that reason he thinks 
the New York State Convention should 
‘not instruct its delegates. e 

Mr. MurpHy has somewhat ostenta- 
tiously put himself at the wheel, but he 

“refuses to guide the ship. When a leader 
has the strongest candidate in view, and 
when the judgment of the party coincides 
with his own judgment that the particu- 
lar person in view is actually the strong- 
est candidate, the path of duty and of 
expediency would seem to be in plain 
sight. Mr. Murpxuy professes to desire 
the triumph of the Democratic Party. He 
thinks Mr. CLEVELAND is the candidate 
who would most certainly assure that tri+ 
umph. Then why does he not employ his 
influence and the influence of his organi- 
zation to bring about the nomination of 
Mr. CLEVELAND? Real leaders with real 
candidates do not usually talk about un- 
instructed delegations. They want them 
instructed for the men of their choice. 
The reason is plain. So long as a leader 
continues to speak only of a vague belief 
and to talk about withholding instruc 
tions and waiting to see how things are: 
going to look he presents the spectacle of 
a mariner adrift upon the bosom of the 
deep. While Mr. Murpuy is sailing to’ 
St. Louis stern foremost or beam on, 
rival craft are headed straight for the 
port under the guidance of steersmen 
who know just what they want, 

But it may be urged that Mr. Murpuy 
is aware that he could not get Cleveland 
instructions from a State Convention, and 
60 advocates an uninstructed body of del- 
_egates in order to head off Mr. Hiiu and 
the Parker candidacy. That would be 
child’s politics. Mr. MURPHY gnust know 
that if he cannot with Mr. CLEVELAND as 
his avowed candidate prevail against 
Hii he could never in the world prevail 
against him with no candidate at all. Mr. 
Hruw’s trouble is that he has appointed 
himself custodian of the interests of a 
candidate who, while universally respect- 
ed, has so far failed to kindle the flame 
of enthusiasm in the party bosom. Mr. 
Murpuy has the opportunity to espouse 
openly and actively the cause of the 
‘Cleveland candidacy, as to which the 
party has already exhibited enthusiasm 
@nd confidence. 

When Mr. MurpHyr says that Mr. 
CLEVELAND is the strongest candidate, 
and in the same breath says he will not 
turn his hand over to get him nominated, 
he exhibits himself ina position so illog- 
ical and inconsistent with political usage 
that men are forced to doubt his sincer- 
ity. Neither he nor any other Tammany 
leader can expect to get himself taken on 
trust—especially when acts do not square 
with words. Mr. MurPHY went to Albany 
the other day and was beaten by Mr. 
Hitz in the State Committee. He would 
get more sympathy if those .willing to 
sympathize knew what he was fighting 
for. In fact, there ought to have been no 
fight at all. There would have been none 
if he and Mr. HILL were unselfishly and 
solely devoted to uniting and strengthen- 
fag the party organization. Now he comes 
back to New York and talks precisely as 
he talked before. Nobody understands 
what he is driving at, and a leader who 
is not understood does not command con- 
fidence. If in this campaign year Mr. 
Murpnuy has any other object than that 
of extending and confirming the power of 

Tammany it is time for him to make his 
purposes known. At present he stands 
for nothing but a senseless and needless 
division of the party forces in the State. 
This is true quite independent of any 

, consideration of the wisdom or unwisdom 
of the nomination of Mr. CLEVELAND. If 
he really wants Mr. CLEVELAND nomi- 
nated it is time for him to begin to work 
openly for that end. If his talk about Mr. 
CLEVELAND is merely a mask for some 
other candidate he would inevitably suf- 
fer in reputation when his dgception was 

" made known. He can hardly be so feolish 


a 
candidate on the National Convention 
with any hope of getting him accepted. 
MR. CARTER ON THE RAINES LAWS. 

‘Whether or not crying aloud in the 
wilderness, it is the voice of wisdom that 
Mr. James C. CARTER permits-us to hear 
in his admirable statement of the situa- 
tion as to the sale of liquor in the City of 
New York. And it is wisdom’ born of 
long and varied study and experience by 
a man who stands in the front rank of 
his profession, the law, and equally in 
the front rank of intelligent citizenship. 

So far as the sale of liquor is concerned 
Mr. CARTER holds as a matter of expe- 
diency that no law should be kept on 
the statute book which experience has 
fully shown cannot be enforced. In the 
case of our liquor laws it has been shown 
that the law can be enforced only for a 
time and. imperfectly, and that the ad- 
ministration’ which undertakes its en- 
forcement seriously is promptly displaced 
at the first opportunity. This is a polit- 
ical fact that canndt ‘Safely be ignored. 
It goes to the root of the matter. There 
is positively no use in setting a policeman 
to keep_a door closed when the employer 
of the policeman turns him out unless he 
allows the door to be open.. Meanwhile 
the effort to enforce the law against con- 
trolling public opinion has many evil 
effects. It discredits all law. It tends to 
bribery and corruption. It balks all at- 
tempts to secure good city government. 
These are facts fairly well known, but 
they were stated by Mr. CARTHR with re- 
freshing clearness in the interview in our 
columns yesterday morning. 

Mr. CARTER went beyond the statement 
of this particular case and laid. down with 
great simplicity the fundamental princi- 
ple that essentiaHy condemns sumptuary 
laws, and laws designed to satisfy one 
class at the expense of other classes. It 
is the principle that the Government 
should restrict the liberty of the citizen 
only when ‘ts exercise impairs the rights 
of others. And he gave a striking in- 
stance of the violation of this principle in 
the protective tariff, with its demoraliz- 
ing consequences. That a citizen should 
buy what he wishes where he wishes can- 
not possibly hurt any of his fellow-citi- 
zens. To hamper his freedom in this re- 
spect, to hinder his purchases abroad, 
and force him by fines to buy of home 
producers, is not only gn infringement on 
the rights of the citizen, but it creates 
among the protected a privileged class 
who dominate the party in power and 
dictate its course in matters other than 
the tariff. It was the declaration of the 
old Liberty Party, sixty years ago, that 
“Congress has no more right to make a’ 
slave than to make a King.” By the 
tariff Congress makes a whole group of 
Kings and puts the people in slavery to 
them. 


THE RAILROADS AND THE DIF- 
FERENTIALS. . 


The Presidents of three of the railroads 
concerned have replied to%he committee 
of the Merchants’ Association charged 
with the duty of securing relief for New 
York from the discrimination in freight 
rates against the city. On the whole their 
views are favorable to a reform, though 
they take somewhat conflicting positions 
as to the facts. 

Mr. Cassatt of the Pennsylvania sys- 
tem holds that his company is bound by 
the “decision of the tribunal of 1882, by 
which Philadelphia and Baltimore were 
granted differentials,” as well as by the 
“décision of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission of 1898, which specifically 
confirmed the differentials in the case of 
ex-lake grain.” He adds, however, in his 
letter to the committee: 


If, as you say, the Festiation thus es- 
tablished is imposing a burden upon your 
traffic, your demand that’ the subject .be 
reopened for investigation is well founded, 
but until_a rehearing can be arranged we 
do not see how this company can pursue 
any other course than that which has been 
followed. The- whole question is full of 
complications and difficult of adjustment. 
As you say, the matter is one that can 
only be settled through arbitration, and 
we entirely agree with you that the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission is the most 
competent body to investigate and deal 
with the matter. As the subject is one 
which more largely affects the several 
ports than the railroads, we think that the 
trade organizations of the seaboard cities 
should take the initiative in bringing the 
matter before the commission. When it 
reaches that body we shall co-operate 
heartily in all efforts to obtain a satis- 
factory settlement. / 

Mr. TRUESDALE of the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna arf Western takes a much more 
pronounced view. He writes; 

The interests I represent concur fully in 
your views that the recognized differential 
rates, established originally by a Boara 


of Arbitration something over’twenty years 
ago and continued since then, with but 


‘slight change or modification until now, 


have during recent years, without doubt, 
operated to the disadvantage of the com- 
mercial interests of the City of New York, 
and that in all fairness and justice the 
time has now arrived when the burden 
laid upon these interests by said differen- 
tials should be relieved by: either entire 
removal or a very substantial reduction 
made in them. 

We are also in entire sympathy with 
your protest against the differential rate 
on ex-lake grain, which, without agree- 
ment, warrant, or authority whatever, cér- 
tain railway lines have recently sought to 
make effective on ex-lake grain moving to 
the port of Philadelphia to be exported 
from there. 

We think your request right that the 
rates which have been recently put into 
effect on ex-lake grain freights from Buf- 
falo should at once be restored to a normal 
basis, and that the rates to both New 
York and Philadelphia on this business 
should be on an exact parity pending fur- 
ther acjustment of the whole differential 
question. . 


He entirely agrees that the best way to 
seek a remedy for the obvious injury 
from which New York is suffering is to 
refer the matter cither to a board of 
arbitration or to the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission. Mr. Fowner of the 
New York, Ontario and Western Railroad 
rimply says that the com@ittee may rely 
an his co-oneratio= & ma praireworthy 
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efforts to benefit the business interests of 
New York City.” 

It will be seen that the situation is very 
differently stated by Mr. CassaTT and by 
Mr. TrRuEsDALB. One thinks that the 
rates now in force, including the rates on 
ex-lake grain, are required by the decis- 
ion of the arbitration board of 1882 and 
by that of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission as late as 1898. The other 
thinks that the differential rates.on ex- 
lake grain to Philadelphia, which cer- 
tain railway lines have sought to make 
effective, are ‘“‘ without agreement, war- 
rant, or authority whatever,” that they 
“should at once be restored to a normal 
basis,’’ and that rates to both New York 
and Philadelphia on this business 
“should be on an exact parity pending 
further adjustment of the whole differ- 
ential question.” This is the position 
taken also by the commercial bodies rep- 
resenting the interests of the City of New 
York; We think it is a fair one, and 
that the railway companies should be 
willing to adopt it while the resort to the 
arbitration of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission is undertaken. 
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COAL MINERS AND POLITICS. 

The death of Senator Hanna is a source 
of sincere regret to the soft coal miners 
o% the West. His death deranged their 
plans seriously. They do not want to 
strike, but they do want to secure 
*without it as much as possible of what 
‘they would strike for. It was believed 
that Senator Hanna, on the plea of party 
necessity, was in a position to get them 
what would at least have been a very 
satisfactory compromise of their extreme 
demands. No one else is exactly in a po- 
sition to do this. One intrusted with the 
management of the interests of the party 
of the Administration might realize as 
strongly as Senator HANNA could have 
done the political advantage to the Re- 
publican candidate for the Presidency of- 
the postponement of a general strike un- 
til after the election in November, but 
his personal touch with the mine owners 
could not possibly be’ as close as that of 
Mr. HANNA, nor could he promise the 
miners as much with the assurance of 
ability to deliver. 

Our special correspondent in Pittsburg 
states the facts with charming frankness 
and naiveté, as follows: . 

A majority of the miners are said to be 
opposed to a strike. They are under the 
belief, however, that the approaching Pres- 
idential election is the proper time for 
them to get as great concessions as possi- 
ble from the operators. That is why a ma- 
jority of the delegates received ironclad 
instructions not to submit to a reduction of 
wages. 

This explains why, now that Senator 
Hanna is gone, the leaders of the bitumi- 
nous miners are of opinion that it would 
be a good plan to appeal directly to Pres- 
ident Roosrve.t for aid and encourage- 
ment. The President would, we think, du 
well to let the whole matter severely alone. 
The conditions which might be held tohave 
justified his interference in the anthra- 
cite strike after it had been in operation 
for seven months do not exist in the case 
of the bituminous wages ‘dispute, which, 
if left alone, will probably not take the 
form of a strike at all. The miners are 
“ playing politics for all they are worth,” 
and nothing else. If they can make the 
ambitions of the Republican leaders trib- 
utary to their purposes they will do so, in 
the hope of gaining therefrom an advan- 
tage comparable to that secured by the 
enthracite miners, who, but for their 
ability to work the same game success- 
fully, would have given up the fight and 
made the best terms the operators would 
grant them. If Mr. RoosEvetr is wise he 
will say that once in a way is enough and 
respectfully decline to handle a second 
time the hot iron which put his fingers in 
jeopardy. 
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THE FRENCH MINISTERIAL CRISIS. 


The unexpected seems about to happen 
in the arising of the long-looked-for 
French Ministerial crisis, not about the 
large question of secular. against relig- 
fous education, but about the minor 
question of the personality of M. PELuz- 
TAN. Our special dispatches from Paris, 
in Sunday’s paper, put our readers in 
possession of the facts. 

Even if the question were about the 
condition of M. PELLETAN’s department 
‘it would not seem to justify a general 
reconstruction of the Cabinet. It is. true 
that a’ Quaker as Secretary of War 
would be looked upon, in most countries, 
as occupying an anomalous position. The 
position would in fact be no more anom- 
alous than that of M. PeELLeTAN, who is 
a Socialist, occupying the Ministry of 
Marine, to the disgust of the whole 
French Navy. His efforts at saving 
money on the navy by weakening its ef. 
fectiveness are without doubt as unpop- 
ular throughout France as they are 
with the naval profession. The augmen- 
tation, one might almost say the crea- 
tion, of the German Navy, which is quite 
without traditions, is extensively attrib- 
uted in Germany to a mere “ fad” of the 
Kaiser's, and opposed accordingly. The 
nation has a very faint interest in it. It 
is very different in France, where the 
naval traditions are among the most 
cherished of the nationai traditions, and 
where a deliberate official attempt to 
diminish the effectiveness of the navy 
cannot be otherwise than unpopular. 

Add to this consideration that M. 
PELLETAN has a very genius for indiscre- 
tion, and that repeated utterances of his 
in public concerning foreign powers have 
had to be apologized for and explained 
away. \It seems a peculiar obstinacy 
which impels M. ComBEs to ally his own 
political fortunes with those of a Min- 
ister so' thoroughly discredited. But ob- 
stinacy is a trait which the French Pre- 
mier has equally displayed in-other mat- 
ters, and most conspicuously by carrye 
ing out his educational programme in so 
drastic a fashion, and with so ostenta- 
tievs a disregard of the susceptibilities

The message sent by Goy. Oprett to 
Mr. CHARLES SPRAGUE SMITH and read 
at the meeting of the People’s Institute, 
in Cooper Union, on Sunday evening, will 
reassure many persons who may have 
been in fear that the efforts of the own- 
ers of unreformed tenement houses, and 
of the speculative builders, to “take the 
starch’ out of tenement house reform 
might be successful. No measure to that 
end could be more impudent and nefa- 
rious than the Hawkins bill, which in 
effect proposes to undo all that has 
been done in the way of such reform, 
and to put the tenants in tenement 
houses again at the mercy of such own- 
rs and such builders. It is: reassuring 
to learn that “the Governor does not 
anticipate that any legislation will be 


enacted at this session which will im-) 


pair the efficiency of the tenement house 
laws.” 


This announcement is none the less. 


cheering that it may be held to be su- 
perfluous. It is simple justice to the 
Governor to say that upon this ques- 
tion he has always been perfectly sound 
He once went so far as to express to a 
visiting delegation his surprise that they 
should have taken seriously some abomi- 
nable projects of law then pending, and 
assured them that tenement house re- 
form would not be weakened with his 
consent. This new announcement will 
be received by the dwellers in tenement 
houses, and by persons aware of the im- 
portance and beneficence of the reform, 
with a rejoicing corresponding to the de- 
pression it wil bring upon the persons 
interested in the building or the mainte- 
nance of unreformed tenement houses, 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Bookkeeping a good deal like that in 
which the less cautious advocates of State 
and municipal ownership so often indulge 
is evidently understood and liked by the 
Government officials of Russia. Here, for 
instance, is the Finance Minister of that 
country, Koxovisorr, figuring out for the 
benefit of a Parisian journalist that the 

ar with Japan will cost Russia very little 
—a mere nothing, indeed, compared with 
the expenditures forced upon Great Britain 
by the obstinacy of the Boers. In the mat- 
ter of horses, for example, England had 
to buy them of foreigners, while Russia 
has all she needs at home, and, as her own 


speople get the $2,000,000 or so that the 


horses will cost, bought from people who 
can be persuaded to take what the Govern- 
ment offers, Russia will have her cavalry 
mounts and her money, too! This is de- 
lightful logic, the Government taking taxes 
with one hand and paying them out with 
the other, and repeating the process in- 
definitely till the Russian people have noth- 
ing else to sell. When everything has been 
ground up in the Manchurian mill, however, 
perhaps the war will not seem quite so 
economical. Again, the able Koxovisorr-- 
no relation, of course, to the once well 
known Japanese Minister KoKo—rejoices 
that expenditures for transporting troops 
all show. up as receipts from the’ State rail- 
ways and therefore are little different from 
clear profit for the Government! These 
interesting computation= seem to have made 
a deep—or was it only broad?—impres- 
sion on the French journalist, and he wrote 
them all out for the Echo de Paris, where 
their appearance no doubt had a very bind- 
ing effect on the Franco-Russian alliance. 
For other folks the plan of saving money 
by buying your own horses and paying 
freight and passenger fares to your own 
railways bas certain elements of weakness 
on superficial examination, but if Russia 
is satisfied, of course the other folks ought 
to be. 


——~-What looks like a new, and, at first 
sight, a decidedly able, simile, has been 
exploited by The Christian Register, a 
Unitarian paper published in Boston. The 
simile is elaborate. It begins with a word 
picture of a minister who once went row- 
ing away from an island in Casco Bay to 
meet a sailboat in which were some friends 
with whom he was going on a fishing ex- 
cursion. ‘‘In order to shorten the distance 
for the rower,’ we read, ‘‘ they were sail- 
ing toward the island, but with a head wind 
it was necessary to tack back and forth. 
The rower cast his eye frequently in the 
direction of the sailboat, and as nearly 
as possible pulled in the direction in which 
he saw it. The result was that, instead 
of rowing a straight course to the place 
where his friends could pick him up, he 
took as many tacks as they did, and rowed 
over twice the distance he would if he had 
pulled straight ahead.” There is thé foun- 
dation for a moral, and for anybody who 
is prepared to admit that even a minister 
could at once know enough about boats to 
be trusted or to trust himself inoneon Casco 
Bay, 2nd little enough about them to row 
in the manner described, it is evident 
that the moral tan stand high and firm. 
The Boston man, at all events, has no 
dcubt about this practical question, and he 
goes ahead with beautiful confidence. 
“There are many affairs,’’ he says, “in 
which time and strength are wasted in a 
similar way. Eager moralists- watch a 
Government, a party, a religious denomi- 
ration, or a combination of capital and 
labor tacking against head winds, and, in- 
stead of taking a straight course of prin- 
ciple out into the open sea, where they 
will meet those that belong to them, they 
keep changing their course and criticism 
to match the changing course of that which 
they have under observation. The result 
is total misunderstanding between those 
who are sailing against head winds and 
doing their best and those who, not seeing 
the straight line of direction on ich 
the necessary tacks are calculated, change 
their own course continually.’” If we were 
not so much worried about the question 
whether anybody ever did or could row 
out to a sailboat in a way so crooked, we 
could get much enjoyment and. possibly 
a lot of edification out of all that. As a 
matter of fact, we can get some enjoy- 

ent and some edification out of it as it is, 
and can fully agree with the conclusion, 
which is: “Fair and fruitful criticism 
should relate not to what somebody is do- 
“{ng; but to what he is trying to do; not 
,to the place where he is, but to the place 
“he is aiming to reach.”

Yesterday, for in- 
stance, a correspondent announced that the 
way to prevent crowding at the Cortlandt 
Street station of the Ninth Avenue elevated 
road was for a lot of passengers accus- 
‘tomed to take that line to go over on the 
Sixth Avenue line instead. The correspond- 
ent suggested doing this only until the 
company could build some new stairways 
at Cortlandt Street; but if there were little 
or no crowding there, or, rather, if there 
were little howling about the crowding, 
how soon would the company find itself able 
to make the stairways? Plans like this 
one are utterly wrong. People who can 
take the Sixth Avenue line down town with 
less trouble than they experience on the 
Ninth: do so now, and there is no conceiv- 
able reason why others should do it. Of 
course they won't, and yet letters like the 
one to which we refer create an uneasy 
feeling that ihe public is somehow to blame 
for its own annoyances and dangers at 
places like that abominable Cortlandt 
Street Station. That, in turn, excuses de- 
lay in the establishment of real reforms, 
and so the vicious circle completes itself. 


— Justice BREwrER must have a new 
definition for “iconoclast.” At the meet- 
ing of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety in’ Washington on Sunday he ex- 
pressed a liking for reverent and useful 
criticism of the Scriptures—that, as he ex- 
pressed it, “which is striving to remove 
from the sacred volume the dust that care- 
less centuries have strewn upon it’’—but 
he, had no patience with the critics “‘ who 
strive to destroy the faith of other men 
simply because it is held.’ These he called 
iconoclasts. The Justice should have gone 
ahead and given the names and books of 
critics belonging to his second class. We 
suspect that they would deny the purpose 
he ascribed to them. , 


THE SMALL TALK OF WASHINGTON 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—Communica- 
tion with New York to-day over the tele- 
phone was at a premium, especially be- 
tween noon and 2 o’clock. 

The erroneous announcement made in 
some newspapers yesterday to the effect 
that the Supreme Court would hand down 
its decision in the Northern Securities case 
not only had the effect of bringing a large 
crowd to the court before the session opened 
for the day, but incited the greatest interest 
in Wall Street and the money centres of 
finance and speculation. 

The plans adopted for securing early in- 
telligence of the character of the anticipat- 
ed decision were worthy of expert strate- 
gists. At the Capitol there are two long- 
distance telephones, one near the Senate 
Post Office*and one near the office of the 
Sergeant at Arms. i 

That at the Post Office was early pre- 
empted by a German who began operations 
by depositing $1.25 for the first three min- 
utes of communication with New York. 
This was begun soon after 12 o'clock. The 
German was supplied with the exact change 
for dropping in the slot: of the machine, 
which is 40 cents per minute after the first 
three minutes of communication. 

When the first period was exhausted the 
man engaged the telephone for another 
three-minute period, $1.20 being dropped 
for each period, and this was maintained 
for nearly two hours. 

Meanwhile numerous applicants were 
clamoring for opportunity to use the tele- 
phone to New York, but the German main- 
tained his place in the booth with the door 
tightly closed, and kept up his line of com- 
munication to the exclusion of the crowd 
that was clamoring to take his place. 

In addition to capturing the line of direct 
communication to New York this particular 
individual had a line of sentinels posted . 
from the courtroom to the telephone sta- 
tion, a distance of about 400 feet, and these 
sentinels were so stationed that they could 
immediately pass the news from one to the 
other without moving more than a few 
yards from their respective stations. 

In this way it was expected the decision 
of the court would be communicated to the’ 
man in charge of the telephone within a 
minute or two following the “ handing 
down,’ and by him passed over the wire 
to New York. 

It cost over $50 to maintain this line of 
communication between the Supreme Court 
ard a certain office in Wall Street for 
about two hours. The telephone company 
was the only beneficiary of this novel cam- 
paign. 

The telephone station near the office of 
the Sergeant at Arms was manipulated | 
somewhat in the same fashion, but not so 
exclusively. 

*,* 

Jim Big Heart and several other Osage 
braves have been here for six weeks to 
have some arrangement made about divid- 
ing their lands in severalty. They are about 
ready to return to their reservation, and to- 
day presented two bills to the Indian Com- 
missioner. 

One provides for the allotment of their 
lands, which will be Jaid before Congress, 
and the other provides for the payment of 
their expenses while visiting the capital. 
Chief Big Heart estimates these at $3 per 
man per day, making an aggregate of near- 
ly $2,000.

PLEA FOR THE THREE R’S.. 
Comment on Sewing and Cooking in the 


Public Schools. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Considering the natural public interest in 
the-subject, it is a disappointing answer to 
Controller Grout’s suggestion that sewing, 
cooking, weaving, nature study, and other 
non-essentials be eliminated from the course 
of study in the public schools, which the 
special, committee of the Board of Educa- 
tion makes when it says: ‘Such a proposal 
is revolutionary in its character and cannot 
be entertained for a moment.” Of course, 
it both can and will be entertained, if the 
taxpayers of New York become convinced 
that the money which they are contribut- 
ing for educational purposes is not being 
Wisely spent or is not producing satisfactory 
results. ; 

On this subject School Commissioner Na- 
than S. Jonas recently said: ‘‘ Meanwhile 


cannot spell well, t » as a rule, write 
poorly, and are defftient in arithmetic. 
Of these abundant proofs have been shown 
to me.” 

A correspondent in last Sunday’s Trams, 
defending the present course of study, con- 
ceded that public school graduates are de- 
ficient in the knowledge of the subjects re- 
ferred to by Commissioner Jonas, but gave 
as one of the reasons.that ‘the three R’s 
were made the first end and aim of their 
earlier work at school.’’ 

I quote this letter only as indicating the 
‘logic with which criticism of the present 
course is met. Of course, those whom your 
correspondent designates the “critics of 
progress’ do not find fault with those who 
were brought up on the three R’s—they 
can read, write, spell, and cipher correctiy. 
It is against the products of the present 
system, where the converse is the case, 
that criticism is aimed. To quote your 
correspondent’s language, it is the present 
system which has ‘prevented tne con- 


sciousness of the logic of language from 
entering in’’ and the result is ‘the chaos 
of unexpressed thought’’ which can be 
found in the letters of pupils of the “‘ fad” 
system. They can sew, cook, make balls 
tie weaver’s, shepherd’s, fishermen’s, and 
sailor's knots, and do raffia and basket 
work, almost as well as the children of the 
uncivilized. None of these requires much 
mental effort. It is, in truth, manual train- 
ing. But in the mental knowledge which 
would be of value to them when they leave 
school and seek positions where “life is 
real, life is earnest,”’ they are deficient and 
seriously handicapped, according to the 
testimony of Commissioner Jonas and oth- 
ers who have investigated the subject, 
And they “ stand in the way of progress’ 
who persist in a course so unwise and 
harmful.

“Tr earnest effort will be made to have 
the committee bring back the resolution 
with a favorable report, but it is doubtful 
whether this will succeed. Some. time ago 
the newspaper publishers requested Chair- 
man Payne of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to grant them a hearing on thig 
matter, and especially regarding a propo- 
sition to remove the duty on wood pulp, 
but Mr. Payne, after consulting his Re- 
publican colleagues, declined to grant the 
request for the reason that it had been 
decided not to give. consideration to any 
matter involving a change in tariff rates, 
It was explained that, as there was to 
be no legislation in this direction at this 
session, it would. be a mere waste of time 
to hold a hearing on wood pulp or on other 
items.on the dutiable list. The duty is 
one-twelfth of one cent per pound on 
mechanically ground wood pulp, and when 
bleached one-sixth of one cent per pound. 
This duty is practically prohibitory, Only 
about 80,000 tons are imported annually, 
and of this 60,000 tons come from Canada, 
The removal of the duty would, it is be- 
lieved, result in much larger importations 
of this practically crude material for the 
manufacture of paper. The maintenance 
of the duty is one of the means used by the 
Paper Tryst to arbitrarily fix the price of 
printing paper and to control the American 
market, and this monopoly is promoted and 
strengthened by the duty of 15 to 20 per 
cent. on printing paper.

The points discussed were: The questions 
of enlarging the scope of the work for the 
coming year; humane education, with its 
field of labor among the children; the solv< 
ing of the momentous questions of animal 
protection, and the ways and means to 
influence women’s clubs to co-operate with 
the Bide-a-Wee in this good work. 

Plans were drawn up for the accommo- 
dation of cats at the home. The question 
of the much-abused old horse was not 
neglected. Recently Bide-a-Wee purchased 
and retired to the farm of the Equine Prov- 
ident Society on Long Island a veteran 
workhorse which would otherwise have 
lingered in distress for lack of care. In 
time Bide-a-Wee hopes to provide for the 
aged workhorse not ill enough to be de- 
stroyed, but useless to the owner, except 
to sell him for a few miserable dollars. 

Bide-a-Wee has met with no difficulty in 
meeting the demands so far, yet the work 
is increasing rapidly, and, in order to aug- 
ment the funds, the management has de- 
cided upon a series of entertainments.

Forbes Robertson’s Hamlet was seen last 
might at the Knickerbocker, and was ac- 
cepted, as it has been accepted by intelli- 
gent playgoers everywhere, as the one truly 
great Hamlet of the modern stage. 

Certain drawbacks there were to a full 
réalization of its insight and grace. The 
stage hands bungled with the scenery, mis- 
managed the lights, and swore profanely in 
the wings while Hamlet sat dying on the 
throne, with the sceptre of Denmark in his 
stiffening grasp and light of eternity in his 
eyes. And the company was not, as 4 
whole, adequate, being the company of 
“The Light That Failed’’ seeking easier 
Jaurels in Shakespeare. Yet those who 
had a mind to appreciate great intellectual 
acting, had a mind also to see beyond the 
accidents of time and place, and the result 
was an evening of Shakespearean enjoy- 
ment such as comes only once or twice in 
a generation. 

In that huge snovrball of mediaeval his- 
tory, renaissance fiction, and traditional 
Elizabethan stagecraft to which the final 
form ang pressure were given by Shake- 
&peare, there are elements too vast and 
diverse to be embodied by any one man. 
Even an actor without limitations of in- 
telligence, temperament, voice, and physique 
could not round them up in one perfect 
sphere of art, for not a few of the agglom- 
erate elements are eternally out of har- 
mony with one another. 

To Richard Burbage, or to whoever the 
great Elizabethan Hamlet may have been, 
the tradition of the character (as first 
made popular in the Ur-Hamlet, now geti- 
erally attributed to Thomas Kyd,) was 
that of the hero of a mock-Senecan tragedy 
of blood, whose deeds were on the one hand, 
as we should judge them, recklessly trucu- 
lent, and on the other grotesquely comic. 
The shimmer of Shakespearean wit, the in- 
tense humanity of Shakespearean emotion, 
and the intellectual grandeur of Shake- 
spearean imagination could only have been 
refining overtones superadded to a note 


long familiar. 
In more modern times successive actors 


have given emphasis to the aspects of the 
character most sympathetic to their own 
temperaments and most appealing to their 
Own generation. It is the easiest of tasks 
in editing to give’ Hamlet much: modern 
verisimilitudee. Cut out the barbarous epi- 
sode of how Rosencrantz and Guildenstern 

0 to’t; snip away the passage in which 
dJamlet excuses his conduct to Laertes on 
the false plea that he was mad; omit Ham- 
let's pothouse brawling with Laertes in 
Ophelia’s grave; modify the most extreme 
ot his grotesque excesses in his speech—all 
of which was-done last night—and you have, 
if not as varied and stirring a stage piece, 
yet a performance that seldom jars on the 
most modern susceptibilities. 

«The Hamiet of Forbes Robertson is domi- 
mated by a tome of refined and beautiful 
ziaturalism. It is less romantically impas- 
sioned and vehement than the Hamlet of 
E. H. Sothern. less picturesque and salient 
in externals than that of Irving, less forci- 
ble in imagination, less richly colored in 
emotion than that of Edwin Booth. But 
it impersonates in the highest degree the 
modern feeling for simple and flawlessly 
human art. It was Emerson who remarked 
that the speculative genius of Hamlet wait- 
ed to be understood until the nineteenth 
century. It may be added that it remained 
for the end of that century and the begin- 
ning of the next to embody that genius of 
thought and doubt in an actor who con- 
ceived the princely hero as first of all a 
man. As Forbes Robertson sits in a leather 
arm chair in the Garrick Club, smoking a 
cigarette, the thoughtful profile, the mel- 
ancholy, luminous eyes, the simple digni- 
fied attitude suggest nothing so much as 
the Prince of Denmark. On the stage these 
attributes heighten and kindle under the 
spell of beautiful thought and gracious hu- 
man emotion, but they retain their quality 
of exquisitely modulated lifelikeness. 

Tall and spare is this Hamlet, prtnosty 
erect in carriage, with hands that bespea 
in their exquisite refinement the soul rn 
in the purple; artistically sparing of gesture, 
yet eloquent in the least flutter of suscep- 
tibility and emotion: with a lean counten- 
ance of aquiline profile, and hollow, ascetic 
cheeks, almost gaunt; with large, sensitive 
mouth, sad, deep, luminous, eloquent eyes, 
and a voice—but words fail for that voice, 
leaving the fattest, most opulent dictionary 
bankrupt. 

If it is less than golden and crimson in its 
emotional suggestion, it is more than silver. 
In its moments of repression it mutters 
sonorously like an organ, and like an or- 
gan it swells in passionate utterance with a 
thousand musical modulations. It caresses, 
it pleads, it sobs, and it cries out in pain. 
And every tone is renlete with delicate 
pnsoie, me and apt meaning. It is not a per- 
sonality, perhaps, that compels the dull to 
poetic comprehension, the insensible_ to 
sensibility, and it thus lacks the universal 
Yet it is the 


appeal of the loftiest art. 
personablity of incarnate intellect, the 
scholar, the prince of men. It is the per- 
sonality of the great modern Hamlet. 

When Mr. Robertson,first played Hamlet, 
in September, 1897, in "London, and later in 
Germany—the performances on which his 
European reputation rests—he was low in 
hysical health, and his rendering thus 
acked power. Three years later, when he 
revived the play in) the provinces and the 
London suburbs, it had gained in strength. 
To-day it is full of Shakespearean force, 
and not without the true Promethean fire. 

In the great Se scene with the 
ghost of buried Denmark it uttered a pas- 
sion of reverential awé and horror that 
seemed to rend the frame of the actor. 
The soliloquy “‘O what a rogue and peas- 
ant slave’’ mounted to an ecstasy of self- 
hatred and loathing of the world, that 
flowed smoothly, however, back into. the 
mere normal! tenor. dt is distinguished by 
the fidelity of its adherence to the full 
text. If it omits the wild and whirling 
peat. the grotesque raiHery at the mutter- 
ng spirit in the cellarage, ‘‘ Well said, 
mole!

The sub- 
sequent passage with Ophelia, perhaps the 
most difficult and complex bit of emotion 
in the drama of the world, in which the 
vestiges of the Ur-Hamlet are inex ficably 
mingled with the finest spinnings of Shake- 
spearean gold, he rendered with simplicity 
and power of conviction,. tenderness and 
loving grace, “‘ making statues all over 
the stage,"’ as Booth was whimsically de- 
scribe as doing, and —s shifted, upon the 
docile daughter’s lie, to an exquisite torture 
of disillusionment that mounted to a burst 
of rage at the “lawful espials” and fell 
at the last “to a nunnery, go!" into an 
inner agony of grief. 

It was in the death scene, rhaps, that 
he struck the finest notes of the spfrit. The

Additional Donation of $50,000 for 
Hartley Hall. 


CHANGES IN DEPARTMENTS 
eden 


Offer to Dr. C. Rubner of Carisruhe Mu- 
sic Conservatory—Iincorporation of 
College of Pharmacy Approved. 


Tt was announced at the meeting of the 
Trustees of Columbia University yesterday 
that the gift of $300,000 for the erection of 
a dormitory to be known as Hartley Hall, 
made by Mrs. Helen Hartley Jenkins, and 
Marcellus Hartley Dodge of the Class of 
1903, had been increased by them to $350,- 
000. ‘Plans for the dormitory were adopted, 
and also plans for a second dormitory, sim- 
ilar in character, which will be paid for by 
university funds, in the expectation that 
later the cost of the building’ will *be given 


to the university and will bear the name of. 


the donor. 

The two dormitories are to be erected 

along the easterly or Amsterdam Avenue 
side of South Field, the more northerly of 
‘the two buildings to be Hartley Hall. Each 
dormitory will contain about 300 rooms, so 
arranged that the more expensive and the 
less expensive accommodations will be in- 
termingled.. This arrangement is made 
with a view to devéloping a democratic 
spirit to the fullest extent. The dormitory 
buildings will be uniform in general archi- 
tectural style and treatment with the uni- 
versity buildings already erected, and it is 
hoped that the laying of the cornerstones 
will form a part of the exercises on Oct. 31 
next, in commemoration of the one hun- 
dred and fiftieth anniversary of the foun- 
dation of Columbia. In accordance with 
the terms of the gift, Hartley Hall will be 
reserved primarily for students of: Colum- 
bia College. 
“President Butler also reported the fol- 
lowing gifts: From Mrs. Sarah M. Toppan 
of Cambridge, Mass., $4,000 to endow the 
Robert Noxon’ Toppan Prize in Constitu- 
tional Law, open to annual competition by 
students of the Schools of Law and Po- 
litical Science; from William G. Low of the 
Class of 1865, $250 for the purchase of 
books on maritime and international law 
for the University Library, and from Will- 
jam A, Pomeroy of the Class of 1893, now 
a resident of Australia, £21 for the equip- 
ment fund of the Department of Mining. “A 
vote of thanks was tendered to George A. 
Crocker for his gift of $12,000 for the pur- 
pose of establishing a Summer school of 
practical mining in Colorado, where stu- 
dents may receive systematic practical in- 
struction in mining during the Summer 
months. 

Approval was given by the Trustees of 
Columbia University yesterday to the pro- 
posal to incorporate the College‘of Phar- 
macy in the City of New York in Colum- 
bia University, on terms similar to those 


by which Barnard College and Teachers 
College became a part of Columbia some 
years ago. By the terms of the agreement 
President Butler becomes President of the 
College of Pharmacy, and the Dean of the 
College of Pharmacy will hereafter sit 
upon the Columbia University Council. The 
educational management of the College of 
Pharmacy will be subject to the general 
Oversight and ‘direction of the University 
Council, but it will remain a separate cor- 
poration, its finances being cared for inde- 
pendently by its own Board of Trustees. 

The resignation of Prof, W. H. McDow- 
ell of the Department~-of Music, to take 
effect at the close of the academic year, 
was accepted by the Trustees. With a 
view of making the department as strong 
as possible; President Butler was author- 
ized to invite Dr. Cornelius Rubner, Di- 
rector of the Grand Ducal Conservatory of 
Music at Carlsruhe, Germany, to become 
the head of ‘tMe department, confidence 
being expressed that he would accept the 
position. = Dr.. Rubner is a composer of or- 
chestral, piano, apd vocal music, and is 
widely known in’ Europe. The Trustees 
voted to strengthen the teaching staff of 
the music department by advancing Leon- 
ard Beecher McWhood from Tutor in Music 
to Adjunct Professor. 

The Department of Comparative Litera- 
ture, of which Prof. George E. Woodberry, 
recently resigned, was the head, is to be 
reorganized. It will be in charge of Jef- 
ferson 8. Fletcher, Assistant Professor of 
Comparative Literature of Harvard Uni- 
versity. He is about forty years old, and 
was graduated from Harvard in 1887. He 
studied in Madrid, Florence, and Paris for 
two years, but since 1893 has been at Har- 
vard, He is one of the editors of The Jour- 
nal of Comparative Literature. Joel Blias 
Spingarn, Ph. D., Columbia, 1895, is made 
Adjunct Professor of Literature. 

Owing to the continued illness of Prof. 
John Krom Rees of the Department of 
Astronomy, he will be absent with leave 
for the year 1904-5. The Trustees have 
made Adjunct Prof. Harold Jacoby profes- 
sor and ocing head of the department 
during Prof. Rees’s absenée. Charles L. 
Poor, Ph. D., formerly Assistant Professor 
of Astronomy in the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, is also made Professor of Astron- 
omy, with a seat in the Faculty of the 
department. 

r. Edwin B. Cragin, Professor of Ob- 
stetrics, was appointed Professor of Gyne- 
cology also until further action by the 
Trustees; Dr. Henry McMahon Painter, 
attending physician in the arpa wr ese) 
was made Professor of Clinical Obstetrics, 
with a seat in the Faculty of the depart-. 
ment; Dr. Gorham Bacon, Professor of 
Otology in the Cornell Medical School, was 
made Clinical Professor of Otology, vice 
Dr, Albert H. Buck, resigned; Dr. illiam 
K. Simpson, Instructor in La gology, 
was made Clinical Professor of ryngol- 
ogy, vice Dr. George M. Lefferts, resigned. 

The budget for 1904-5 was passed. The 
total appropriation for the conduct and 
maintenance, exclusive of Barnard and 
Teachers’ Colleges, is $1,375,874.08. The in- 
come of the university for 1904-5 it is esti- 
mated will just be sufficient to maintain 
educational work without a deficit, disre- 
garding the charges for interest on the cor- 
poration indebtedness. 

The. Trustees have _ established eight 
scholarships in the votege of Physicians 
and Surgeons. Each will be worth 
annually. Four of them will be known as 
William H. Vanderbilt scholarships, in 
memory of his gifts to the College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons. The remaining four 
will be Faculty scholarships.

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FEARS A REVOLT OF 
GERMAN SOCIALISTS 


Reichstag Member Glad There Is a 
Strong War Minister. 


BITTER SPEECHES IN DEBATE 


Von Einem Refuses to Believe Bebel’s 
Assertion That the Socialists Are 
Loyal to the Fatherland. 


eee 


BERLIN, March 7.—Sensational speeches 
regarding the Socialists and the army were 
made in the Reichstag to-day. Herr Riep- 
enhausen (Conservative) openly discussed 
the possibility of a Socialist revolt against 
the Government, and congratulated the ma- 
jority on having such an able War Minister 
as Gen. von Einem. 

“I am convinced,” Herr Riepenhausen 
vaid, “that he is not only a man of words, 
but a man of Action. ‘When the Socialists 
embark on a policy of open force we will 
need men of energy and power to protect 
the interests of the Fatherland, and I de- 
clare the Minister of War to be such a 
man.” 

The debate began in a discussion of the 
case of Lieut. Prince Prosper von Aren- 
berg, who killed a native in Africa, was 
sentenced to death, and was last week de- 
clared to be insane when he committed 
the murder. 

Herr Bebel, the Socialist leader, asked Gen. 
von Einem for information concerning the 
conditions which governed the entrance of 
officers tnto the army. He pointed out 
that Princes von Arenberg had been men- 
tally and morally disqualified for duty as 
an officer since his childhood, and that 
after he entered the army he committed 
a series of brutalities which not only went 
unpunished, but which resulted in the 
Prince being sent to Southwest Africa. 

“We are constantly assured,’ Herr Be- 
bel went on, “that the officers of colonial 
troops must be pre-eminently capable men. 
Was Prince von Arefiberg especially fitted 
for the colonial service? ”’ 

Gen. von Einem replied that the Prince’s 
early life was entirely unknown to the 
military authorities at the time he entered 
the army. He discharged his duties at 
first in a manner not objectionable. 

Herr Bebel spoke again, and referred to 
Gen. von Einem’s assertion that the So- 
cialists were incapable of helping in army 
matters, He cited a remark made by Capt. 
Grolman, when on trial for permitting a 
non-commissioned officer named Breiden- 
bach to commit brutalities, that fhe mal- 
treatment ‘was not nearly ‘so bad as the 
fact that the Socialist press would hear of 
it. Herr Bebel said: 

‘* We take note of this high praise. The 
discontent in the army itself is reflected in 
the many pamphlets written by ex-officers. 
These men are not Socialists. 

“We do not hoist the red flag, but you 
cannot take our sentiments from us. You 
cannot fight a successful war without us. 
Whenever there is need to fight for the 
existence of our country we are ready, from 
the youngest to the oldest, to pick up our 
rifles and march shoulder to shoulder. For 
this I give you my word, and we will fight 
to our last breath. 

“The army, however, must be able to 
stand criticism, and there exists in the 
army a dread of the Social Democrats that 
borders ‘on childishness. ° 

“There are hundreds of restaurants in 
Berlin which are boycotted by the military 
authorities. You accomplish nothing with 
this silly policy of petty pin-pricks; you 
only make yourselves ridiculous.” 

Gen. von Einem, referring to Herr Bebel’s 
assurance that the Socialists would do their 
duty in defense of the Fatherland, said it 
Gave him great pleasure to hear this, He 
quotéd, however, the words from “ Faust,” 
“T hear the evangel, but only faith is lack- 
ing.” Continuing, he asked how that dec- 
laration harmonized with the continued ef- 
forts of the Socialists to break the warlike 


spirit of the people. ‘‘How does it har- 
monize with your oft-repeated assertion 
that the proletariat can suppress war,” the 
Minister went on, “and with the speech 
delivered in the Reichstag in 1893 by the 
Socialist Grillberger, in which’ he said that 
in the event of a future war the Socialists 
would have to decide the guestvos Whether 
they would participate in it or not? Woul 
you hold another Dresden Convention? By 
the time you had done this we would be de- 
feated. , 

“You can’t continually preach to the 
people ‘ You are serfs, you are slaves,’ and 
demand of them that they eive their lives 
and blood for this slandered Fatherland. Do 
not come here with the pretense that you 
are trying to help matters. 

**Do you believe that such a transforma- 
tion to democracy as you want can be so 
easily accomplished? © you believe that 
by the simple expedient of a mayartty vote 
you can shove aside a monarchy that is 
firmly rooted in the hearts of the people, 
and thus rob them of what is dearest to 
them? Don’t keep saying ‘We want to 
help,’ for you don’t help. You only stir up 
trouble. agitate, and make matters worse.”’

Prices Little Changed—Northern Securi- 
ties Decision the Day's Chief Fac- 
tor—Other Items of News. 


Yesterday’s stock market provides a 
study in psychology rather than in eco- 
nomics. Why should prices fall in antici- 
pation of a depressing factor and rise 
upon disappointment regarding its an- 
nouncement? If the mystery regarding 
Northern Securities’ legal status is dis- 


: « 
i 
turbing, why should the prolongation of 
doubt be stimulating? Is the decision 
itself or fear of the decision the really 
important market factor? The reconcil- 
iation of these inconsistencies lies in the 
difference between a market based upon 
values, and one depending upon technical 
speculative conditions. There are those 
who think that the intrinsic effect of the 
decision will be small, since it cannot 
destroy values or alter property rights, 
but can only reach details of organiza- 
tion. And there are others who think 
that even the speculative effect is being 
overworked, when the market hangs 
upon it after a year’s discounting. Opin- 
ions apart, the fact is that the market 
was active and weak when the decision 
Was expected, and dull and firm when 
it was known that no decision could be 
had for at least a week, and perhaps for 
several weeks. In other words, the day’s 
weakness was due to short selling, and 
the day’s strength to short covering. The 
weakness and the recovery were both 
small and artificial, there being no busi- 
ness which reflected opinions of values. 
The day’s news looked to the future 
rather than to the present. The bitu- 
minous labor struggle now depends upon 
a referendum to the local unions on 
March 15, but another building labor 
strike was begun by 6,000 men here, and 
Chicago sent word of strikes involving 
25,000 there. The Western rate war has 
now reached the basis that corn is car- 
ried for nothing. Iron consumption is re- 
ported as having increased 131,200 tons 
in January over December, but the in- 
crease leaves it less than half of Jan- 
1908. The tone in the iron trade 
is stronger, but the strength does not 
spring from consumers’ demands. Cot- 
ton receipts are now falling off sharply, 
but so are the exports, so that the weight 
of the staple on the speculative situation 
is still a factor. Delaware and Hudson’s 
stock issue was unanimously ratified. 
There appears a strong resemblance to 
Pennsylvania’s stock issue, whose sub- 
scription by the skareholders also was 
surprising. In both cases the investors’ 
view was favorable and the market ef-

fect adverse. Wheat broke sharply, to 
the regret only of speculators. February 
railway earnings promise to be a pleas- 
ing contrast to January’s, but the Chi- 
eago traffic seemed less hearty in the 
hope for future traffic than in recent 
Monday talks.

JEROME BEGINS HOTEL 
WRECK INVESTIGATION 


Wants Contractors’ Books and 
~ Will Call Many Witnesses. 


DATE FOR INQUEST IS FIXED 


Borough President Ahearn Would Have 
Better Building Inspectors and 
Uniforms for Them. 


District Attorney Jerome’s investigation 
of the causes that led to the collapse of 
the Darlington Hotel, on West Forty-sixth 
Street, last Wednesday, assumed true legal 
form yesterday, John Doe _ proceedings 
being”~commenced to fix the blame. Assist 
ant District Attorney Train examined a 
number of witnesses in his private office. 
Justice Holbrook issued subpoenas for 
those wanted. 

Ignatius Weltner of 135 Broadway, coun- 
sel for Pole & Schwandtner, the iron con- 
tractors, was asked why he had advised 
the contractors not to surrender their 
books, after which Mr. Train informed him 
that he would have to produce the books. 
Mr. Weltner replied that the books con- 

| tained much that was purely the private 
business of the firm, and ‘that he had 
looked upon the matter as purely a private 
affair, He said he would take the matter 
under consideration. It is understood that 
he will surrender the books to Mr. Train. 

The other witnesses examined were 
Lender, the bookkeeper, and Tomek, an 
engineer, both in the employ of Pole & 
Schwandtner. The examination will con- 
tinue to-day, and Mr. Train expects to 
question most of those who escaped from 
the building, and will also visit the hospi- 
tals to get the statements of the injured. 
Mr. Jerome said that Henry De B. Parsons, 
the consulting engineer retained by him to 

| examine and report on the wreck, had not 
; made his report. 

The work of clearing away the débris on 
the site of the wrecked hotel continued yes-. 
terday. Superintendent of Buildings Hop- 
per visited the wreck during the morning, 
but would not discuss the disaster until 
after he reached his office, when he made 
the following statement: 

“From what I have read in the newspa- 
pers,” he said, ‘‘and from information 
otherwise received, = am of the opinion 
that the collapse was dué to overloading 
of some of the floors with building ma- 
terials. However, this is merely an opinion, 
and may yield to another explanation after 
a more complete survey of the wrecked 
building has been made. We shall have to 
await the outcome of the inquest, as the 
Coroner has it in*‘his power to examine 
those who should be able to tell what ma- 
terials were stored on the floors, &c. How- 
ever, until the: ruins are entirely cleaned 
up our Inspectors will not be able to make 
a complete report. 

‘‘As far as I could see, casually looking 
over the wreck this morning, the beams 
seemed to have been properly bolted, but, 
of course, we will have to wait until the 
Iron Inspectors report before we know 
positively. I do not take any stock in the 
story that the rear of the building is on 
quicksand. I have done considerable work 
in that vicinity, and never ran across any; 
such conditions.” 

Borough President Ahearn said last niz ‘it 
that he had expected to receive during the 


ings Hopper on the disaster, but that Mr. 
Hopper had been unable to finish his re- 
port. Mr. Ahearn wants ‘to get a higher 


‘‘I am going to advocate,”’ he said, “‘ that 
all applicants for inspectorships must be 
‘first examined by the Boafd of Examiners, 
which is made up of seven practical men, 
the Chairman of the Board of Underwrit- 
ers, and the Chief of the Fire Department.

BACK FROM MEXICO 
T0 GO T0 PRISON 


G. H. Secor Voluntarily Returns to | 
Answer Robbery Charge. 


LOANED MONEY TO FRIENDS 


Says He Took the Funds of the Rail- 
road in Effort to Recover His 
Shortage. 


George H. Secor, who for almost twenty- 
five years was cashier of the freight de- 
partment of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad, was lodged in the 
Tombs yesterday charged with embezzling 
$10,166 of the company’ funds. 

Secor returned to New York yesterday, 
after having fled to Mexico in January 
last while the auditor of the company was 
going over_his accounts. He returned here 
on Saturday last and waited at his home, 
at 243 West Ninety-eighth Street, until De- 
tective Sergts. McNaught and O'Connell 
went tHere to arrest him. After being com- 
mnitted to the Tombs he declared that he 
had never reaped any benefit from his 
stealings. He said that he would plead | 
guilty’ when arraigned on March 15. Most 
of the money which he took,.he said, had 
been lost in the stock market, ‘where he 
speculated in hopes of winning a sum large 
enough to straighten his accounts, which 
had become short through his loans of 
small sums to employes of the railroad 
company. 

Jotham N. Coddington, the traveling au- 
ditor of the Lackawanna, reached New 


. York the first week in January and started 


an investigation of Secor’'s accounts in the 
office in the Produce Exchange Building. 
While the examination was in progress, on 
Jan. 8, at noon, Secor picked up his hat, 
saying he was going out to lunch and would 
return in a few minutes. Instead of com- 
ing back he boarded a train for the South 


‘and went to Texas, ahd’ then to Mexico. 


He did not even notify the members of his 


family that he was going to leave the city. 


After Secor had gone, $79.73° was missed 
from the cash drawer. Further investiga- 
tion showed that his accounts were short 
more than $10,000. The railroad officials 
notified the police, and Central Office. de- 
tectives traced him to Texas. 

In Mexico Secor obtained employment in 
the offices of a mining company, but he 
was unable to stand the warm climate, and 
wrote on here to friends teMing them he 
thought of returning and surrendering to 
the police. His attorney was notified that 
he would be back in town on Saturday, 
and he returned on that day. He decided 
to spend Sunday with the members of his 
family, and then sent word to his attorney 
that he was ready to surrender, and De- 
teetive Sergts.

Charles Bliss, ‘who formerly boarded 
with Godfrey Andreas at 197 Roebling
